‘TALKFEST’ NOW PREDICTED 


Proposed Ruling Likely to Meet with 
Vigorous Opposition by Board. 


The board of education, at ite meeting next 
Wednesday evening, will be asked to bar 
from the Chicago teaching force all candi- 
dates for teaching positions who are over 
50 years of age. . 

This age limit for a teacher’s usefulness 
hae been fixed by the office of the superin- 
tendent of schoole in the absence of Supt. 
Cooley and has received the approval of 
many of the trustees in committee. That the 
measure will be opposed on the floor of the 
board, however, is not at all unlikely, for 
more than one of the trustees is known to 
be opposed to fixing an age limit for teachers. 

“ Thie’ getting down fo fifty years is en- 
tirely too Osleristic,”” said Trustee Louis F. 
Post yesterday. “I have about decided to 
withdraw my opposition to the measure in 
view of the superintendent’s emphatic rec- 
ommendation, but I wouldn’t be surprised 
to’see the thing start—what is it?—ae ‘ talk- 
fest’ next Wednesday evening.” 


* 
Statements Made Plainly. 

The recommendation of the superintend- 
ent’s office is plain enough in its language to 
start several ‘‘talkfests"’ among those 
teachers who are so unfortunate az to have 
passed the fifty year limit. It reads, in part, 
as follows: 

“At the time the superintendent deter- 
mined to recommend to the board the adop- 
tion of a maximum age Hmit for candidates 
he was influenced by some recent experiences 
in dealing with unsatisfactory teachers. Two 
teachers over 50 years of age hed come with 
the highest testimonials. They were placed on 
the list for appointment and were assigned 
to regular positions, * 

Transferred to Other Schools. 

*“ Within the first year it became apparent 
that they were failing to maintain even a fair 
standard of efficiency in their teaching. They 
were transferred to other schools, but showed 
no improvement and were accordingly 
dropped from the service. They had found 
it impossible to adapt themselves to Chicago 
conditions—were not flexible, failed generally 
in discipline and so fell short of the require- 
ments of the system, 

'“ Fifty was selected as the age for admis- 
sion because it appeared that new people 
under that age were generally succeeding 
and those over that age generally failing, 
or giving only moderate satisfaction. It ap- 
peared to be the point at which the mental 
and physical vigor of those who came to us 
had begun to decline.”

While on a trip of recreation in pursuit of 
his hobby, ornithology, William H. Robert- 
son, private secretary to James A. Patten, 
was drowned in the Kankakee river near 
North Judson, Ind., yesterday morning. 

He was carried away by the swift current of 
the stream before the eyes of his companion 
on the jaunt, Laval Jaeger, another employé 
of Bartlett, Frasier & Cartington, Mr. Pat- 
ten’s firm. 

Two hours later the body was recovered 
some distance down the river. Jaeger tele- 
graphed to Mr. Patten's office, and the ‘‘ corn 
king,’’ after notifying his employé€’s relatives, 
went directly to North Judson, reaching 
there early in the evening and immediately 
taking charge of the remains. 

Robertson was 48 years old:and had been 
employed by Mr. Patten for the last eleven 
years. His home was at 5511 Iowa street. 
where he lived with hig wife and daughter, 
Dorothy, 16 years old, who isto be graduated 
from the Austin high school this commence- 


ment. . 
Seeks Relief from Stress. 

With the pressure of his employer’s busy 
times relieved and with two days of rest in 
sight he invited Jaeger to accompany him 
on an excursion for the study of the habits 
of the birds of northern Indiana, a subject to 
which he had given much of his spare time. 


They left Chicago Friday afternoon and in | 


the morning were driven to English Lake 
station, five miles from North Judson. 

About 7 o’clock the two started up the 
Kankakee in a rowboat. After pulling about 
three miles they landed and Robertson spent™ 
half an hour in the woods in pursuit of his 
hobby. 

When he returned the two went to the bank 
of the river to get a drink of water. Robert- 
son walked out upon the prostrate-trunk of 
an old tree extending over the stream and 
as he leaned over with the drinking cup in 
his hand the porous wood broke under his 
weight and the current' whirled him away 
from the shore. 


Returns with Boat Too Late. 

It wae only two or three minutes before 
Jaeger headed the boat downstream and 
neared the spot. where he had last seen 
his friend. oa g a plone of the decayed 
tree could be 

Jaeger row po cai for. a moment, 
end then, hastening to the shore, ran to the 
home of a farmer, Half a dozen men soon 
were searching the river for Robertson’s 
body, and when it was found it was taken 
to the home of Mrs. George W. Green, in 
the village of English Lake.

Order for Corn Makes Trouble. 

Nothing was known of Greene's specula- 
tions until last Tuesday, the day after he 
was arrested in Indiana avenue, when an In- 
dianapolifs broker wrote to him for in- 
structions regarding an open order for 5,000 
bushels of corn which he had given him 
some time before. Greene was missing from 
his home at the time, which was simultane- 
ous with Ross’ incarceration in the police sta- 
tiom here, and the letter wae turned over to 
hie business associates. 

Greene managed to get word to His relatives 
that he was in serious trouble in Indianapolis 
and Attorney M. E. Foley of Crawfordsville, 
democratic chainman of the Ninth congres- 
sional district, came here and consulted with 
the prisoner. An effort was made to keep 
his identity secret, but it soon became noised 
about Waynetown that the young banker was 
in trouble. 

Armed with pictures of the prisoner, De- 
tective Duncan started after the horses that 
had been shipped previous to the McCabe 
theft. Other complaints came from farme in 
other counties. It is alleged that Greene 
drove the horses to Indianapolis all in one 
night. 

Several stolen vehicles have been recovered 
and the police expect to find others. On one 
of the teagns and vehicles stolen from Foun- 
tain county a rewerd of $650 is offered, and 
the police are hoping to earn it. 


. Greene a Man of Family. 


Greene is 36 years old and has a wife and 
three children. One of the children, a boy 
14 years old, owns a farm of 200 acres near 
Sheldon, Ill. Greene was also well known 
among stock dealers. He raised and sold 


the last ténm years, selling many animals at 
the Union stockyards in Chicago.” 

Greene’s relatives announced through At- 
torney Foley that every legitimate obliga- 
tion incurred by Greene would be paid. It is 
probable the police will send Greene to War- 
ren county for trial, ag it was in that county 
that the prisoner got McCabe's horses. 

Evidence in the case is well in hand and ex- 
Judge McCabe is urging that the man be 
prosecuted in his county. 

Greene’s wife had. no hint of her husband's 
alleged wrong doings until she heard he was 
picked up in Indianapolis as a horse thief. 
The woman was prostrated and there is fear 
that she will not be able to withetand the 
shock. 


Bank Recently Was a Reciaaataal 

The Waynetown bank was reorganized 
about two months ago into the Farmers and 
Merchants’ bank, with some forty or fifty 
stockholders. Greene was so well thought of 
that he was elected a director of the bank, 
and the board then chose him as vice presi- 
dem. Greene's speculations and the prison- 
er’s operations as a horse thief were going 
on at the same time. 

The prisoner will be held in Indianapolis 
until the police investigate all the reports of 
horse thefts that have been made during

He was undoubéedly “ asleep at the 
switch,” becausé he came do -n to the capi- 
tol an ur earlier and was in-the corridor 
at the time the vote was being taken without 
his knowledge. There is a suspicion that 
he was thrown down by Senator Stone, who 
never had any real reason for participating 
in the filibuster. 

However that may be, Mr. La Follette was 
not on guard when he should have been. 
Having organized the filibuster of this char- 
acter it was his business to see that it went 
through. He took time enough to go home 
and get a good sleep, and then after return- 
ing to the capitol, instead of: being in his 
seat at the critical time, as Aldrich and the 
republican leaders were, he was absent, and 
the filibuster collapsed, because the genera] 
was not on the field of battle. 


Wo Sharp Practice Suspected. 

There was not even a suspicion of sharp 
practice. Everything was entirely regular, 
and the conference report was adopted as 
methodically and as legaily as if Mr. La 
Follette had not earned for himself ‘the 
championship record of long distance con- 
gressional talking by remaining on his feet 
for eighteen hours and forty-three minutes. 

After the vote had progressed to a point 
where there was nothing to stop it, and the 
result had been announced, Mr. La Follette 
endeavored to change his vote from nay to 
yea, claiming Mr. Aldrich had not been 
properly recognized and was not in his place 
when he moyed to reconsider and lay on the’ 
table. On an appeal La Follette was beaten 
by a vote of 53 to 9, and then the motion to 
reconsider and lay on the table, which is 
the final action in a case of this kind. was 
passed by a vote of 45 to 17.

Successful in Both Aims. 

In both of these alms Tus Cuicaco Tris- 
UNE has been completely successful. It has 
assisted in the paseage of the currency bill 
which now goes on the statute books, and it 
has done as much ag any other one agent to 
prevent the passage of a law which it be- 
lieved would put western banks usiness 
houses under, the remorseless h of the 
financial inetitutions of New York and Bos- 
ton. This is not an idle boast; it is a mere 
statement of the truth, as it is known to ° 
practically every member of the house of 
representatives and to matty of the senators 
as well. 

The statement made by Mr. Vreeland to me 
during one ef our many talks at the Dewey 
hotel while the conference wes in progress 
was an entirely voluutary tribute on hie part 
to the successful and persistent work of Tam 
TRIBUNE in obtaining satisfactory financial 
legislation. 

Immediately after the financial storm broke 
last fall Toe TRipunp began its activity to | 
put an end to the danger of a serious finan- 
clal panic. Acetetailed study was made at the 
home office and in the Washington bureau of 
financial systeme in various countries witha 
view to determining what particular feature 
could be successfully grafted upon the 
American system. 

Elasticity Lacking in Currency. 

One thing evident to everybody was that 
our currency lacked the one great element 
of elasticity. It was practically fixed in vol- 
ume, and it could not be made responsive 
to varying commercial! conditions. There was 
too much money at one time and too little at 
another. The currency was really an at- 
tingt.to. defy the immutable law of supply 
and demand. When money was needed in the 
fall to move the crops, it commanded a high 
price, whereas later in the year after the 
demand had slackened the western banks 
could not invest their funds except by sending 
them to New York, where they were swal- 
lowed up in the maelstrom of stock specula- 
tion. The following fall the money tied up 
In Wall street could not be had, and the west- 
ern banks in the crop moving section were 
annually confronted by a condition as inevi- 
table as it was unscientific. 


Effect of October Panic. 
With unobtainable money on deposit ig 
New York they could not get currency 
enough to supply local demands, so thet

These 
things may come in the future; the pressing 
need was for something not a makeshift, but 
which would enable the banks of the country 
to get more money when they needed it and 
te retire their circulation when the necessi- 
ty had passed. The president and the sec- 
of the treagury both informed the rep- 
es of THE TRIBUNE that they were 
Mm favor of an emergency currency, but were 
to approve any far reaching 
echeme for financial reform. 


Would Have Vetoed Fowler Bill. 


The president informed me personally that 
he would have vetoed the Fowler bill or any 


_ gtmilar measure if it had come to him during 
the winter, because he was not prepared for- 


@ permanent currency issued by the bank 
without the guarantee of the general gov- 
ernment and involving inevitably the retire- 
ment of the national bank notes. 

Just at the tirhe when congress met the 
country was aflame with schemes for cur- 
rency reform. A great many people believed 
that a system of guaranteeing bank deposits 
should be adopted, although it was manifest 
that the difficulty at that particular time 
was due te lack of currency and not to lack of 
stability on the part of the banks. Then Mr. 
Aldrich of Rhode Island, who, whatever 
else may be said of him, has fairly earned 
his title of the leader of the senate and as one 
of the clearest headed, most forcible men in 
congress, brought to the front a simple emer- 
gency currency plan. It had been discussed 
with the president and secretary of the treas- 
ury andthey approved it. 


Aldrich and President Agree. 
It provided simply and solely for an addi- 


. tlonal emergency circulation based not upon 


government bonds, of course, but upon the 
bonds of states, counties, municipalities, and 
railroads. The class of securities was sub- 
stantially the same as that now required of 
the banks as a guarantee of government de- 
posits. The circulation was to be taxed at 
the rate of one-half of 1 per cent per month, 
and Senator Aldrich, in common with the 
president and Secretary Cortelyou, insisted 
that this would result in the necessary ebb 
and fiow, the tax being so high that the banks 
would be forced to retire their additional 
circulation when the emergency had passed. 
There was no doubt that In certain sections 
and under certain conditions the original Al- 
drich bill would have supplied certain banks 
with plenty of money at the crop moving 
time. When THE TRIBUNE began to present 
the scheme to the country it immediately de- 
veloped a condition of public sentiment in the 
western states of which ![t was obliged to 
take notice. There were a great many dif- 
ferent currency schemes to be harmonized 
and-bankers and business men differed wide- 
ly as to what should be done. The influence 
of the American Bankers’ association was 
east against the original Aldrich bill because 
the bankers wanted a permanent and scien- 
tific system of currency based on bank as- 
sets, protected by a redemption fund and 
generally responsive to the needs of trade. 


Plan Proposed by Fowler. 
Mr. .Fowler, chairman of the house com- 
on banking and currency, had a 
scheme somewhat in line with that of the 


. American Bankers’ association, for which 


had industriously worked throughout t 
country for several years. A large and re- 
epectable number of bankers and business 
men wanted a system of branch banks, some- 
what similar to that of Canada. Still an- 
other ‘section, led by the controllep of the 
currency, Mr. Ridgely, advocated the crea- 
tion of a central bank of issue, which would 
take practical charge of the assets of the 
bank, create the money, see to its redemp- 
tion, and act as the intermediary between 
the banks and the government. 

All of these elements were against the 
Aldrich bill. Tus TRIBUNE was appealed to 
by them to do what it could to beat that 
measure at all hazards and to have no emer- 
gency bill rather than one of this character. 
It was not ready to take such a radical stand, 
but sought to obtain the modification 
of the Aldrich bill so as to make it fair to all 
sections of the country. Events have fully 
justified this decision, and the vote in the 
senate this afternoon is a triumphant justifi- 
cation of the course uniformly pursued by 
Tux TRIBUNE, and the efforts it has made not 
enly in its editoria) and news columns, but 
by personal appeals to senators and repre- 
sentatives to put the country beyond the 
danger of a panic in the future. 


Aldrich Bill Too Narrow. 


It was soon seen that while the Aldrich bill 
Would relieve the banks of New York and 
Boston, it would not help those in other sec- 
tions. It proposed an emergency currency 

exclusively upon what are known as 
sevings bank securities of the type approved 
by the New York and Massachusetts depart- 
ments. That these bonds are good security 


no one doubted. They are held as invest- |, 


ments by trustees, savings banks, and care- 
ful corporations. . : 

The difficulty arose from the fact that the 
market for these bonds is largely in the east. 
Many people own them there, and they are 
found in the bank vaults to a much greater 
extent In New York than in Chicago or St.: 
Lotis. The same thing was true in an exag- 
gerated form about the railroad bonds, which 


‘gare a favorite source of investment in the 
- east, 


banks loaning money on them with 
great facility. 


West Favors Commercial Paper. 

Western banks, on the contrary, have found 
it ‘profitable to do business on commercial 
paper of all kinds, good notes, warehouse 
receipts, and similar individual evidente of 
value or credit. The western bankers pointed 
out that if the Aldrich bill were passed it 
would concentrate the circulation in the east, 
whereas the demand for crop moving money 
would be in the west. It was feared, and 
rightly, that the passage of the Aldrich bill 
would first of all enhance the value of rail- 
road, state, and municipal securities, and 
then would force the western banks. which 
did not hold those securities, to go east for 
money, which was the thing they wished to 
avoid. ‘ 


Situation in West Explained. 

Appreciating this situation, THe Trisuns 
directed its Washington representative to 
confer with Senator Aldrich and President 
Roosevelt and place before them the situa- 
tion as it existed throughout the Mississippi 
valley. It was explained to these two great 
Jeaders that the banks west of the Alleghe- 
nies would prefer not to have any emergency 
legislation at all rather than to permit them- 
selves to be at the mercy of the eastern finan- 
cial institutions. which were so strong that 
they could at times precipitate a demand for 
money and then control the supply of the 
money. 
_ At the same time THE Trisunf began a 
cgmpaign in favor of the inclusion of com- 
mercial paper as well as bonds as a basis 
for the proposed emergency cufrency. Its 
news and editorial columns were freely used 
to explain the situation to the public and be- 
fore long there was developed a sentiment 
which rendered it evident that the Aldrich 
bill as it was originally framed. although it 
mighht pass the senate, could not pass the 
house of representatives. At the request of 
Tax TRIBUNE Senator Aldrich as chairman 
of the committee on finance intimated that 
he would be glad to see and talk with repre- 
sentatives of western banking sentiment. As 
@ result of this persona! suggestion bankers 
came on to see Senator Aldrich and held a 
continuous conference with him and with 
other leaders for several days. Among those

Thereupon the same persons wept to see 
Speaker Cannon. He made the same declara- 
tion as Senator Aldrich.. He said that what 
he wanted was an emergency currency. He 
was satisfied that it was absolutely necessary 
for the safety of the country and he. as a 
former banker, fully believed that good com- 
mercial paper and general bank assets were 
the best possible basis for circulation. 


Cannon Joins with Aldrich. 

He was doubtful, however, whether any 
measure could be so drawn as to protect the 
government in its guarantee of the notes, but 
he joined with Senator Aldrich in saying con- 
fidentially that he had no objection to sucha 
system properly safeguarded, but would be 
only too glad to aid in its passage. Since 
that eonference, it should be stated, Speaker 
Cannon has been absolutely true to his word. 
He has been steadfast in resisting all sorts of 
socialistic schemes, and to him is due a large 
measure of credit for the passage of the 
emengency currency-iaw. 

Thereupon THE TRIBUNE renewed its agita- 
tion for the use of commercial paper as a 
basis of circulation and it was so successful 
in its campaign of education that members 
of the house, one after another, announced 
that they would not vote for the Aldrich 
bill in its original form. The Aldrich meas- 
ure had been made additionally offensive 
by two unfortunate amendments added in 
the senate in opposition to the wishes of Mr. 
Aldrich Himself. He allowed these amend- 
‘ments on the mistaken theory that it was 
better to get the bill through the. senate in 
any shape. By doing that he renewed the op- 
position to anything which bore the name 
of Aldrich. a 

The La Follette amendment forbidding in- 
vestments in companies having identicai di- 
rectors with the banks and the Johnson 
amendment increasing the reserves of the 
country banks came in for a storm of criti- 
cism, subjecting the Aldrich bilo some un- 
deserved opposition which would have been 


been killed off.in the senate as should have 
been done. 
No Substitute in. Sight. 

Persisting in its campaign of education 
THE TRIBUNE was confronted with. the un- 
fortuhate condition that it had killed off the 
Aldrich bill, but had nothing to substitute 
for it. The law of supply and demand, how- 
ever, was working in congress the same as 
anywhere else. The necessity for a proposi- 
tion ‘to include commercial paper as security 
fo? circulation actually produced it. Mr. 
Vreeland of New York unexpectedly pro- 
@uced an amendment which met all the views 
of the experts. 

He merely added to the original Aldrich bill, 
without its absurd amendments, an entirely 
original provision for the creation of na- 
tional clearing houses, which were to receive 
the assets of the individual banks, pass upon 
them through an executive committee, guar- 
antee their value, and in that way act asa 
trustee for the national government, which 
in turn guaranteed the notes. 

The idea was as simple as it was successful. 
Its value was at: oneé seen by the old heads 
like Speaker Cannon and Senator Aldrich, 
but it was necessary that congress should 
be educated up to a point where it would 
understand that the Vreeland bill met the 
principal objection of the western banker# 
The Aldrich bill as a natfe had become so 
thoroughly discredited that many members 
were suspicious of the new measure. 


“Tribune” Made Personal Appeal. 

At this juncture THE TRIBUNE undertook 
to make a personal appeal. It sent out :to 
the republican members from the northwest- 
ern gtates the following individual dispatch: 

“"The Chicago Tribune’’ believes that it voices 
the sentiment of the banking and business in- 
terests of the middie west in urging that the 
commercial paper principle of the Vreeland 
bill should be incorporated in any currency leg- 
islation passed by congress at this session. 

If: it is impossible to pass a law providing 
that commercial paper shall be available as 
security for emergency bauk notes, it would*be 
wiser to pass no currency legislation at all, 

Will you not be good enough to wire “hag The 
Tribune,’ at our expense, your view of the 
matter? in 

Responses to this telegram weré extremely 
satisfactory. Many of the representatives 
said they were entirely in harmony with the 
point of view of THE TRIBUNE, and recog- 
nized it had nothing at stake but the public 
interest. ; . 

Letter to Members of House. 

Later on when there seemed to be serious 
doubt as to the possibility of passing the 
Vreeland bill through the house THE TRIBUNE 
sent to more than 100 of the northwestern 
republican representatives the following spe- 
cial delivery letter which went direct to their 
Washington homes: 

“The Chicago Tribune’’ has learned from 


j interviews with business men and bankers in 


the Mississippi valley that they expgct con- 
gress to pass some emergency currency legis- 
lation at this session. We do not believe there 
will be another serious panic this year, but 
it would be criminal not to provide for such an 
emergency. | 

With large crops, necessitating the use of 
an unusual amount of cash money, and with 
a continuing treasury deficit, preventing gov- 
ernment aid, ordinary prudence requires im- 
mediate provision for an abundant supply of 
emergency ‘currency. Should disafter come 
within the next six months the republicans in 
congress will surely be held responsible by 
the people. The loss of the presidency and 
the control of the house of representatives 
may be the penalty for inaction now. 

ag The Tribune” urgés harmonious and 
prompt action, the temporary abandonment of 
every banking program impossible of execu- 
tion at the present time, and agreement by the 
republican conference on a purely emergency 
measure as an insurance against a financial and 
political catastrophe, leaving it to the future 
to»perfect a plan of permanent banking and 
currency reform. | 


Cordial Responses Come In. 

Again the responses were abundant and 
cordial. The republicam representatives went 
into caucus, adopted the Vreeland bill as 
a party measure, and finally passed it 
through the house. 

* Bearing in mind the assurance given to THE 
TRIBUNE and to the Chicago bankers by Sen- 
ator Aldrich and Speaker Camnon, it was 
evident-that when the Vreeland bill passed 
the house it wouid ultimately be accepted by 
the leaders of the senate, and would become 
a law if the various discordant elements in 
the upper house of congress could be suf- 
ficiently harmonized. 

La Follette’s Effort Failed. 

Senator La Follette has failed in his“fool- 
ish effort to stand in the way,of legislation 
gemended fy nine-tenths of his party asso- 
clates in the senate, approved by the house 
of representatives and urged by the presi- 
dent. 

The currency meastire has now  be- 
come a law, and THE TRIBUNE feels justified 
in felicitating itself upon the successfu! out- 
come of its many months of persistent work 
for what it deemed to be the best interests 
of the section of the country where it cir- 
culates and where its voice is still recog- 
nized as something worth listening to.

Mr. Stone then undertook to turn the ta- 
bles on his Rhode Island coligdgue by charg- 
ing that Mr. Aldrich had said that the com- 
promise bill included railroad securities 
among those upon which emergency cireyla- 
tion may be issued. . 

Mr: Aldrich contradicted the statement.

Enlivened by Quick Retorts.,

Thirty Minutes for Luncheon. 


At 1:25 p. m., on motion of Senator Aldrich, 
the senate took a recess for half an hour to 
allow senators te get their luncheons with- 
out being .called back into the chamber. 
Preceding this action there had been fif- 
teen or twenty minutes of disc®ssion of 
Senator Stone’s method of proceeding, which 
culminated in a point of order by Senator 
Foraker to the effect that the reading of 
documents and papers as indulged in by Mr. 
Stone was contrary to the rules of the senate 
and to Jefferson's manual. : 

Mr. Foraker contended that under these 
rules no paper could be read except by the 
consent of the senate. His point was pending 
when the recess was taken. 

Previous to Mr. Foraker’s point, Senator 
Hale of Maine made un earnest appeal to Mr. 
Stone to discontinue his filibustering tactics, 
but the latter declined to do so. _ He said his 
only purpose in assisting in the filibuster was 
to attract public attention to the bill, which 
he considers vicious legislation. 


Discover Plot in Recess. 


The senators scarcely had left their seats 
after the recess was declared, when the fact 


the proceedings for the purpose of lunching, 
as announced, the real intent of the recess 
was to afford an opportunity to make certain 
representations to Senator Stone, which, it 
was believed, would have the effect of in- 
ducing him to cease his obstruction: 

When the senate met aga:n senator Stone 
entered a vigorous, though brief, protest 
against the point of order made by Senator 
Foraker, and Senators Bacon and Teller re- 
quested the Ohio senator to withdraw it 
saying that it raised an important question 
and one that should be debated at length. 

Senator Foraker agreed with them as to the 
importance of the point, and, yielding to their 
importunities, withdrew it, reserving the 
right to press it later, if, in his judgment, the 
occasion arose. 

Senator Stone then announced he would not 
continue his speech at this time and yfelded 
the floor to Senator Gore of Oklahoma. 

Disclaims Responsibility. 

The: blind senator disclaimed any respon- 
sibility for the protraction of the debate. 
“It has been the unusual eagerness for dis- 
cussion and enlightenment on the other side 
of this chamber which has caused.this debate 
to drag itg slow length along,” he said. 

He promised at the beginning of his re-, 
marks that he would not violate the rule 
which forbids the reading by senators. 

He referred to the pending bill as a per- 
nicious measure. ‘I think,’’ he continued, 
‘it is as bad as the limitations of human 
injustice could make it.”’ 

Senator Gore called attention to the fact 
that the pending quéestion—namely: the adop- 
tion or rejection of the conference report— 
prevented the offering of any amendments 
to the bill, and he did this, he said, “‘ so the 
American people could understand why the 
minority party seemingly made no effort to 
expose the beaks and the talons of this finan- 
cial cross between an eagle and a vulture.” 


Makes Direct Charges. 


Mr. Gore charged that the bill continues the 
ancient practice of farming out to private 
corporations the sovereign prerogative of 
coining the’ currency of the realm, a prac- 
tice which is as vicious as is the practice 
of farming out the power to collect taxes. 

“The pending measure is the beginning of 
a new system and it is the beginning of a 
bad system,” he declarea. ‘1t appears here 
under the name of an emergency currency 
and it is being passed by emergency tactics. 
State, county, and municipal bonds in this 
measure are made the basis of an honest 
currency. I predict that within from ten 
to twenty -years these securities will be made 
the basis, not of an honest currency, but 


of our ordingry currency,”

first session of the sixtieth congress ad- 


journed tonight at 11:50. Legislative work 
ended early in the evening and while Presi- 
dent Roosevelt was engaged in signing the 
last grist of bilis, fhe senate took quiet re- 
cesses and the house indulged in the cus- 
tomary levity in the line of singing, flag 
waving, and speechmaking. 

The: house buffoonery this year was enliv- 
ened by a mock nomination of Uncle Joe for 
presidential candidate by the republicans and 
W. J. Bryan by the democrats. 
the two candidates were. produced by the 
respective factions 4nd carried about on 
broomsticks. i 

There ‘was finally waged a contest as to 
which picture could be raise¢ the higher. 
The likeness of Bryan held the eminence of 
the stenographers’ table.for a time, but was 
finally outclassed by the zealous boomers for 
Uncle Joe hoisting his likeness to the press 
gallery. . 

End Near, All Work Fast. 


The sudden action or the part of the senate 
in adopting the conference report on the cur- 
rency bill and thus sending that measure 
to completion, served to galvanige both 
branches of congress into a swift working 
gait that brought final adjournment up to a 
matter of a few hours. 

The house quickly swept aside the consider- 
ation of small, unobjected bills. and resolu- 
tions that had been occupying its time, and 
brought the omnibus public building bill— 
the piece de resistance among the legislative 
features of the session—to the fore. 

Representative Bartholdt, chairman of the 
committee which had the bill im charge, 
trotted out the conference report with consid- 
erable pride, and as he presented it he called 
attention to his assertion’ of last week that 
it would not be forthcoming until a currency 
bill was passed. Mr. Bartholdt desired the 
house to know that he had made good. 

The regulation forty ‘minutes’ debate and 
the filibuster roll call demanded by the demo- 
crats were held, and the great pork measure 
reached its final passage. There were inward 
prayers of thanks all over the place. 


icago P.-O. Site Money Allowed. 


enator Hale raised a laugh in the senate 
when the house action on the bill was re- 
ported, thereby announcing that the house 
had at the last become reconciled to the pas- 
sage of public building measures. The item 
of $1,250,000 for the purchase of a site for the 
Chicago postoffice went through intact. 

The general deficiency: bill, the last of the 
big supply measures and which this year car- 
ries the hea¥y appropriations for public build- 
ings and sites, came along next. The confer- 
ence committee on the biM had agreed sev- 
eral days ago and all that was necegsary was 
the adoption of this report at both ends of 
the capitol.

The measure had encountered heavy ob- 
jection for several days in the senate and 
went back to the house amended in several 
particulars.

Gore, Blind Statesman from 
Oklahoma. 


Washington; D. C., May 30.—[Special.J—An 
operation of considerable delicacy is to be 
performed on Thomas P. Gore, the blipd sen- 
ator from Oklahoma, in the hope of restoring 
at least partial sight to one of his eyes. 
Senator Gore, accompanied by his wife, wi!! 
go to New York early next week and submit 
to an operation which has been contemplated 
for some time. 

An eminent eye specialist there believes it 

ibly may result in improvement of the 
organ to the extent that the senator may 
dimly distinguish objects. The operation. 
however, is said to be of suc serious nature 
that if it fails to restore partial sight there 
never will be any further hope and the sen- 
ator will have to continue his’ deys in 
blindness.

Chicago bankers generally were pleased 
yesterday that some action has’ been taken 


by congress in the matter of furnishing pos- 
sible currency relief. None of those seen 
was altogether satisfied with the Aldrich- 
Vreeland bill. but they regarded it as better 


than nothing and believed it would have a 


highly beneficial effect on public sentiment. 

They felt that a remedy for an emergency 
had been provided and that fact in itself 
would be reassuring to the banks and the 
public. §-. 

At the same time it was realized that the 
Aldrich-Vreeland bill is an absolutely emer- 
gency measure and as it passed the senate 
does not in any way disturh ¢xisting banking 
laws.. The banks may ‘either utilize its pro- 
visiong or not as they see fit. They can go 
ahead in the same o]d way, or they can avail 
themselves of substantially $500,000,000 of 
emergency circulation. Furthermore, the 
bill becomes inoperative after June 30, 1914, 
and unless reénacted its faults as well as its 
virtues wil automatically disappear. 


Victory for the West. , 


Western bankers especially are pleased 
that the idea of commercial paper as se- 
curity for circulation appears-in the bill. 
It was for this feature that middle western 
bankers waged a strong campaign. 

It also was’ for thrs feature that Tuy 
TRIBUNE was first to make a stand, believing 
it voiced the wishes of the middie western 
banking community. To bé sure of this po- 
sition it addressed circular letters to some 
5,000 bankers in Illinois, Indiana, Michigan, 
Wisconsin, and lowa. 

Nine-tenths of the responses received fa- 
fored the use of commiercid! paper as an 
asset available with western banks. Then 
when the New York clearing house asso- 
ciation made a report of its operations dur- 
ing the issuance of clearing house certifi- 
cates it was shown that 75 per cent of the 
security used for such certificat*s was com- 
mercial paper—thig even in the city of New 
York where available bonds are most large- 
ly held. 3 

Visit Senator Aldrich. 


Subsequently in the campaign several Chi- 
cago bankers together with the representa- 
tives of THE TRIBUNE were invited to visit 
Senator Aldrich and present their views. The 
bankers who went to Washington were: 

John J. Mitchell, president of the Illinois Trust 
and Savings bank; George M. Reynolds, president 
of the Continental National bank; George E. Rob- 
erts, representing the Commercial National bank, 
and Charlies G. Dawes, president of the Central 
Trust company. . ‘ 

On the occasion of the visit of these bank- 
ers to Washington, Senator Aldrich agreed 
that commercial paper might be incorporated 
in his bill as coming from the house. This 
eventually took the form of the Vreeland 
bill : | 
Moral Effect Is Great. 

‘* While the bill is not what we could have 
wished for,’’ said Mr. Mitchell, * still it will 
do much good. The sentimental effect of 
‘knowing a remedy is at hand will accom- 
plish as much as the terme of the bill itself. 

‘“*I believe the bill expires by limitatten in 
six years. By that time we may hav@ worked 
out a more comprehensive currency plan. 
But I trust we shal! have no occasion for an 
emergency currency within that time. 

“The clearing house associations of the 
country can in éffect extend their operations 
through national currency associations, as 
they are called in the bill. The law, in effect, 
will, therefore, legalize emergency circula- 
tion and practically do under authority of 
the national government what the clearing 
house associations of the country did last 
fall withoug formal legal sanction. There 
was always the fear that the clearing house 
certificates might meet with legal obstacles 
and thus render impossible the character of 
relief which these certificates afforded. Now, 
however. what amounts to clearing housa 
plans will be legal and the circulation issued 
will be backed by the government. 

“YT am gilAd that a currency bill in some 
form has been passed. We may not need it, 
but if we do it will be avaltlable.’’ 


Does Not Go Far Enough. 


Mr. Reynolds also expressed his pleasure 
over the bill’s passage. 

¢‘I was disappointed, however, in the pro- 
vision which limits the amount of circulation 
which may be issued with commercial paper 
as security to 30 per cent of the‘capital and 
surplus of a bank,” he said. “ However, I 
presume itis a disappointment of a character 
which may be expected to be experienced.in 
matters of this sort. 

“Still, with a bank having surplus equal 
to its capital, it will be able to take out an 
amount which would be equal to 60 per cent of 
the capital stock alone. In ourcase, we have 
$4,000,000 capital, $3,000,006 surplus, and 
$1,500,000 undivided profits. By placing our 
undivided profits in the surplus account, we 
would be able to take out $2,550,000 in emer- 
gency circulation, against commercial paper 
as security. and $4,300,000 against other secu- 
rities provided for. Then, with 40 per cent of 
government bonds secured circulation, or 
$1.600.000, we could raise something like 
$8,500,000 in total circulation. 

“The great feature of the passage of the 
bill will be the influence it will have on sen- 
timent. The people of the country will know 
that should the emergency arise the banks 
then will be able to furnish currency backed 
by the government, and that will of itself en- 
courage confidence. 

“In the case of a country bank, for in- 
stence, which may have $100,000 in Chicago, 
there will be no haste to withdraw this sum 
and lose the interest on it. The country 
banker will reason to himself, ‘ What is the 
use of withdrawing the money? If emer- 
gency arises I can get good currency, iegal- 
ized by the government and redeemable by 
it in lawful money.’ 

“This, I believe, will give confidence to 
the general business community &s well as to 
bankers. All will know that an’ abundance 
of good money can be had when needed.”

- Long: Investigation. — 


Inspection to Secure Data for the 
Guidance of the City in En- 
‘ forcing New Law. 


Sanitary conditions in 1,000 Chicago bak- 
erfes are described in a report made public 
yesterday by the sanitary bureau of the de- 
partment of health. In that number but 
thirty were listed as requiring no structural 
changes or cleaning. 

In many of the bakeries filthy conditions 
were discovered, particularly those located in 
dark, low ceiled cellars, where no attenipt at 
cleanliness appeared to have been made and 


‘the employés and members of the baker’s 


family slept in bede not far from the ovens. 

In one place in South Clark street eight 
beds were found in the same room with the 
ovens, and thirty of the bakeries, it was 
learned, were used for sleeping purposes. 

The investigation on which the tabulation 
was based was made between Jan. 17 and 
May 23 of this year, which up to the last 
named date included 1,191 establishments. 
The number of bakeries licensed last year 
was 1106. - : ‘ 

The purpose of the inspection, as set forth 
in the report, was to secure data concerning 


\the structural changes that should be made 


under the new ordinance passed last Novem- 
ber and the amount of cleaning required to 
be done, establishing a precedent for licenses 
to be issued in the future.

The structural changes in the bakeries 
must be made to conform to the ordinance by 
next November, except in bakeries where 
there are long leases and it will be impossible 
to raise the height of the ceilings. Ail new 
bakeries, however. must comply with the 
ordinance in every respect, and the old ones 
must follow the sanitary requirements.

Provisions of the Ordinance. 

The ordinance requires that a bakery must 
have a ceiling height of 8 feet Ginches. The 
lowest ceiling Was 5 feet 11 inches high, in 
a bakery located in South Wood street. 
There were 164 between 6 feet and 5 feet 11 
inches, and 200 with ceilings between 7 feet 
and 7 feet 11 inches, with 430 above 9 feet. 

There is no provision in the ordinance cov- 
ering precautions except fire, beyond that 
requiring that the ceilings should be plas- 
tered or sheathed. but the inspectors secured 
data as to the dangers from fire to which 
families‘ living above bakeries were sub- 
jected. 

It was learned that 2,082 families live over 
823 bakeries, in sixty instances more than 
six families occupying dwellings above the 
bakeries. 

Poor Light in Many Shops. 

With respect to the important considera- 
tion of the quantity of natural light in the 
bakeries, there were classified 647 as provid- 
ed with adequate lighting and 353 not thus 
provided. 

A further classification showing the ex- 
tent to which the lighting was adequate over 


tthe entire room is shown in the statement 


that there were 22) dimly lighted, 127 dark, 
and 5 black. 


and the data, thought to be inconclusive, 
showed 881 no evidence of the use of to- 
batéco and 119 tobacco used in some form. 

The only domestic animals allowed in a 
bakery by the ordinance are cats. There 
were found 90 bakeries in which dogs were 
housed and 530 in which cats were housed. 

Rats were prevalent in seventy-four bak 
eries, the inspectors discovered, and there 
were sixty-eight in which mice were prey- 
alent. In forty-four both rats and mice were 
found. 

Five hundred and thirty-one floors were so 
dirty that the inspectors ordered the bakers 
to clean them under penalty of losing the li- 
censes. There were forty-eight ceilings de- 
scribed as filty. 

Bakers’ Association Approves Law. 

Edward L. Richter, attorney for the Mas- 
ter Bakers’ association, expressed approval 
of the bakeries ordinance yesterday and of 
the health department in its enforcement.

TAFT EULOGIZES GEN. GRANT; 
SERVICES HELD INSIDE TOMB. 


Secretary of War Refrains from Dis« 
cussing Politics and Adheres to Me- 
morial Day Ceremonies. 


New York. May 30.—[Special.}—Gecretary 
of War Taft, standing. at the. tomb of Gen. 
Grant, today paid a remarkable tribute to 
the victorious hero of the cifl war, and his 
eulogy thrilled the hearts of the assembled 
soldiers, old and young, and their friends. 

It was raining hard,when-time for the open- 
ing of the exercises arrived and for a time 
it seemed that the event would have to be 
at least temporarily postponed. It was de- 
cided finally, however, to carry out the pro- 
gram inside the commodious tomb, and there 
the secretary delivered his address in the 
presence of the emall gathering which could 
find protection from therain . 

The secretary's address was wholly free 
from politics and devoted entirely to a re- 
view and an analysis of the great com- 
mander’s life and career. The essential ele- 
ment in Grant’s life, according to Taft, was 
his eternal pressing onward toward a single 
purpose with a thought to method—to tac- 
tics only in so far as they applied to the sup- 
pression of the rebellion. | 

“From the time Grant took cOmmand of 
the Twenty-first Illinois regiment until the 
surrender at Appomattox, hig life was one 
continual, well directed, well planned effort 
to suppress the rebellion,’’ said Taft, after 
commenting upon the fitness of Memorigl 
day observances. “From that time on the 
general’s constant quest was to find and fight 
the enemy. Beginning with the battle of Bel- 
mont; he was always in the fleld and always 
seeking the confederate forces. 

“In spite of all obstacles, he pressed on, 
and by the victories he won he compelled the 
war department to give him a freer hand. 

‘Tt is difficult to associate the real per- 
sonality of Grant as it showed itself in the 
seven years of failure of civil life before the 
war and as it appeared in the intimacy of 
family and personal association as at any 
time in his life, with that of a victorious 
commanéer of an army of a million of men. 

“He was naturally so modest, so retiring, 
so sweet tempered, so pure of speech and 
thought, so sensitive at the exhibition of pain 
either on the part of persons or animals, ap- 
parently so lacking in “push,” so indis- 
posed to seek prominence, one could not im- 
agine that underneath those traits there was 
such an irom will and such a power to stand 
the strain of any responsibility in the pursuit 
of a plan which he had made up his mind 
could be worked and made successful. 

‘*The country owes more to Grant than 
ean be estimated for the great things which 
were accomplished during his two terms as 
president. The Geneva arbitration, the veto 
of the inflation bill, the passage of the re- 
sumption bill were his work. But in all of 
his long and useful public life the two great- 
est scenes were at Appomattox and at Mount 
McGregor, where he died. 


Knox Speaks at Gettysburg. 


Gettysburg, Pa., May 30.—United States 
Senator Knox was the orator at today’s 
Memorial day exercises in the National ceme- 
tery,. where so many of the heroes of the 
battle of Gettysburg are buried. An un- 
usually large crowd attended the exercises 
and participated in decorating the graves 
of the soldiers. A parade preceded the ex- 
ercises.. Senator Knox spoke from the fam- 
ous rostrum built on the spot where Presi- 
dent Lincoln delivered his Gettysburg ad- 


dress in 1863.

Medical Journalists First on 
Ground:-for National Con- 
vention of Doctors. 


MOVE ON WHITE PLAGUE. 


Combined. Attack on Tubereu- 
losis Peril by Scientific Lead- 
ers Is Indicated. 


The first shots in the invasion of Chicago 
by the army of doctors who will hold pos- 
session of a dozen public halls during the 
mext week were fired yesterday by a little 
company of medical journalists, who crep* 
within the barriers almost without notice. 

The American Medical Editors’ association 
met at the Auditorium just as the Memorial 
day parade was passing, and their chairman 
Was seated almost directly above the heads 
of the buglers and bandmen, who made a 
special effort to greet the reviewing stand 
on the balcony. 

This distraction had no more effect on the 
journalists, who were deeply intent on their 
advertising, editorial, and news problems, 


and close the windows when the disturbance 
became too great for the speaker. 

The physicians, who have devoted their 
talents to the gathering of information along 
the frontiers of the science they represent, 
took full advantage of the rare opportunity 
for the vocal utterance of their opinions, and 
many of them proved that they could voice 
their views from the platform fully as well 
as from a swivel chair. 

While the-organization has no direct con- 
nection or affiliation with the American Med- 
ical association, which opens its convention 
on Tuesday, nearly all of its members-be- 
long to the larger body, and its meeting is 

gnized as the opening occasion of the 
complete week of scientific discussion.

Present Schedule Calling for Six 
Cents an Hour Increase. _ 


8 IN CONTEMPT TO APPRAL. 


Telegraphers’. Grievances to Be In- 
vestigated; Second Strike Unlikely. 


A new wage scale providing for an increase 
of 6 cents an hour for conductors and motér- 
men on the Hines of the Chicago Railways 
company will be presented to President John 
M. Roach, probably today or tomorrow. The 
old agreement, which was based on a scale 
of 27 cente an hour, expires today, and the 
wage committee of division No. 241 of the 
north and west side street car men’s union 
yesterday finished the work of drawing up 
the new demands. 

The proposed new agreement provides for 
83 cents an hour for conductors and motor- 
men in the service of the company one year 
or more. No change wili be asked for in the 
wages of new men. 

President John Larkin of the union will 
make an effort today to arrange for acon 
ference with President Roach of the co 
pany. More than 5,000 men are affected by 
the negotiations. 

Men in Contempt to Appeal. 

A change in the plans of Attorney John D. 
Farrell, representing the carpenters’ union, 
in behalf of John J. Brittain, George H. 
Lakey, and Charles G. Grassell, sentenced by 
Judge Carpenter to thirty days in the county 
jail for contempt of court, was made during 
the day. Preparations were made to file a 
motion tomorrow morning for an appeal to 
a higher court. 

Judge Carpenter said, in passing sentence, 
that he would afford the defendants every 
opportunity to take their case to a higher 
court to be reviewed. Brittain, Lakey, and 
Grassell probably will be arrested tomorrow 

morning, when bond will be furnished and 
the way made clear for filing the motion for 
an appeal. 

The men were sentenced for violating an 
injunction issued by Judge Carpenter re- 
straining the officers and members of the 
carpenters’ union from interfering with the 
business of the Mears-Slayton Lumber com- 
pany. 

No Telegraph Strike Likely. 


cial telegraphers’ union said no attempt will 
be made to call a strike of telegraphers 
until the secretary of commerce and labor 
makes a report to the United States senate 
on the general condition of the telegraph 
service of the country, including the condi- 
tioris under which the operators work.

in the eye of the convention than otherwise 
would have fallen to his lot. 

How a disagreeable series of debates on 
the general proposition of the administra- 
tion’s policy with regard to corporate inter- 
ests is to be avoided is not explained by the 
national committeemen, but they are serene. 
The whole plan of action seems to have been 
laid down on one general proposition, which 
is that if Mr. Taft is to be nominated the 
allies should receive substantial recognition 
in everything else. 

For this reason it is likely that the platform 
of the party will. be more conservative and 
will be less “ Rooseveltian "’ than would be 
expected considering the success which Sec- 
retary Taft has had in winning delegates. 


Washington Sees Two Candidates. 


The Washington view of the situation as 
brought to Chicago by returning congress- 
mez and by members of the national commit- 
tee finds only two candidates in the race. 
Washington sticks with curious tenacity to 
its ideas and insists that President Rooseyelt 
and Secretary Taft are the only two candi- 
dates in the running. This is the opinion of 
the elder statesmen, who further believe the 
national committee really makes the nomi- 
nation and that the national committee is 
controlled by Mr. Taft. 

In determining the contests the national 
committee actually has the nomination in its 
hands, inasmuch as the preliminary hearings 
will guide the deliberations of the creden- 
tials committee later, but it is inconceivable 
that all the contests in which Secretary Taft 
is concerned could be settled adversely to 
him. 

Long Delay for Convention. 

When the convention has been organized 
it will keep the delegates marking time 
for at least two days and probably 
longer, according to estimates. When 
Senator Julius C. Burrows, as temporary 
chairman, has delivered his ‘“ keynote ”’ 
speech on Tuesday, June 16, the convention 
will have nothing further to do until it can 
get the report from the credentials commit- 
tee, which is scheduled to begin work imme- 
diately and to work Tuesday night, all day 
on Wednesday, and Wednesday : ight, and a 
large part of Thursday. 

It may be in readiness to report Thursday 
afternoon, but the national committeemen 
will not be surprised if the convention be not 
in shape for the nominating until Friday. 

The first intention of the Taft managers 
was to have the secretary’s name vilaced be- 
fore the convention by Senator Dolliver of 
Iowa, with Congressman Theodore Burton 
of Ohio making the seconding speech.

Doubling Hotel Accommodations. 

in nearly all the hotels the rooms have 
been rearranged in such a way as to double 
the capacity. An equipment costing $20,000 
Specially for convention week is being in- 
Stalled in the Auditorium hotels and the 
Great Northern. Most of this equipment con- 
sists of new iron beds, mattresses, and linen. 
The capacity of the Annex, for instance, is 
2,000 persons, ordinarily, but during the con- 
vention week it will be 4,000. Manager John 
C. Roth, who is president of the Chicago 
Hotel association, said he did not expect to 
accommodate more than 8,000 at the Annex, 
and a 50 per cent increase is being figured 
on by all the other hotels. 

It should be understood by al! visitors to 
the city that tickets of admission to the 
convention may be obtained only from the 
members of the republican national commit- 
tee. If an individual or & party wish to 
secure tickets they should go as early as pos- 
sible to the headquarters of the republican 
delegation from their home state. Lists of 
the locations of these various state head- 
quarters will be published within a few 
days and will be easily obtainable during 
convention week. 

The Coliseum in which the convention is to 
be held is. located in Wabash avenue be- 
tween Fourteenth and Sixteenth streets, 
about five minutes’ ride from the business 
district.

One of the most spectacular features of the 
week’s events will be the parade of republican 
clubs, which will take place on Wednesday, 
the second day of the convention. More than 
100 republican marching clubs from all over 
the country will be in line with their uni- 
forms, banners, and bands.

Primary Law Defect. 


In a statement issued by the Legislative 
Voters’ league the attention of republican 
candidates for local and state offices is called 
to a small defect in the primary law, relat- 
ing to the form of petition for places on the 
primary ballot. The statement is signed by 
President George E. Cole, Clifford W. Barnes, 
chairman of the executive committee, and 
by P. V. Perry, secretary of the league, and 
follows: 

“So many petitions of nominations, ap- 
parently invalid, have come under notice of 
the Legislative Voters’ league that we wish 
to call the attention of candidates to this 
matter, which is the subject ofa letter issued 
by Attorney General W. H. Stead. The im- 
portance of Mr. Stead’s warning and ruling 
does not as yet seem to have been thoroughly 
appreciated. 

“A rough estimate based upon the printed 
forms in use by candidates indicates that 
upwards of 1,000 petitions may be invalid 
because of their failure to recognize the re- 
quirements of the new primary law. 

“ The principal danger, as Mr. Stead notes, 
is in the form of verification on the bottom 
of each sheet of signatures. This verifica- 
tion, being the form of oath taken by the 
persons who secured the signatures, usually 
follows the wording of the form as set forth 
in the primary law. This form recites as the 
belief of the signer that ‘the persons so 
signing were at the time of signing said 
petitions qualified voters,’ etc. 


How It Ought to Read. 

‘““Mr. Stead draws attention to the insuffi- 
ciency. of this form of verification, stating 
that the part above set forth should read: 
‘The persons so signing were at the time of 
signing said petition qualified voters of the 

party,’ etc.

Imports of paper during the same time 
amounted to only $10,727,885, and on every 
ounce of this duty was paid. The importsof 
pulp wood a: 1 wood pulp raw material and 
semi-raw material, aggregated a great deal 
more than the value of ail print paper and 
book paper brought into the United States 
because the total given Includes lithographic 
labels, prints, and fine paper manufactures 
of every description. | 

Of wood pulp brought into the United 

States last year, $3,230,272 worth came from 
British North America, or more than haif 
the importation. Of finished paper brought 
in, more than two-thirds came from Ger- 
many. To complete statistics on the paper 
business, it is only necessary to mention that 
rags imported into the United States free of 
duty during the last fiscal year, practically 
all of which were intended for paper making, 
were valued at $5,550,528. : 
“It is an extraordinary record of heavy im- 
portations of free raw material, with a 
practical embargo on the finished product. 
The census report with the Customs figures 
will read well in parallel columns with the 
production of Mr. Mann's committee, show- 
ing that prices are high but that the tariff 
has nothing to do with it.

President R. R. McCormick Will 
Test Conduit Ruling. 


SEES RED TAPE FAVORITISM. 


Electric Corporations Are 


Placed Above District. 


Asserts 


President B. R. McCormick of the sanitary 
district gavé his views yesterday regarding 
the action of the city finance committee in 
raising barriers that practically will shut 
out the sanitary district from furnishing 
cheap electrical power to Chicago consumers. 

His contention ts that the sanitary district 
should receive equal rights, at least, with 
private corporations furnishing electrical 
power—the Commonwealth Edison company 
in particular. That corporation does not 
have to have frontage consents from prop- 
erty owners, but can erect its poles and lay 
its. conduits wherever it desires,. under its 
franchise. 

To test the attitude of the finance com- 
mittee the sanitary district tomorrow will 
make application for the privilege to use 
city conduits in Thirty-fifth street and Went- 
worth avenue so it can furnish electrical 
power to consumers. 

Before the finance committee receives the 
application, however, it must be passed upon 
by City Electrician Carroll, who is regarded 
as hostile to the sanitary district. 


Fears More Red Tape. 


“The whole proposition in a nutshell fs 
this,” said Mr. McCormick. “If -the city is 
disposed to act fairly and grant us permits 
to use its conduits and poles, without a lot of 
red tape and unnecessary delay, we will ap- 
preciate the decision of the finance commit- 
tee, t if this is just another way of string- 
ing us, we will take measures to secure our 
rights 

‘If we have to have permission every time 
we turn around, we cannot give satisfactory 
service to consumers who would be glad to 
take the cheap electrical power generated at 
the drainage canal. It appears to me the dis- 
trict is left in just the position it was before. 

“All the legal points in the controversy 
betwen the city and the sanitary trustees will 
be decided, I hope, in favor of the district, 
by Master in Chancery Zeisler in his repor 
on Tuesday.” : 


Denies Citizens Are Hostile. 


‘Te there any hostility to the sanitary dis- 
trict on the part of property owners, who 
object to the erection of poles?” Mr, McCor- 
mick was asked. 

“There is not,”’ he replied. ‘“‘I wanttosay 
right here that if the sanitary district is re- 
quired to secure frontage .consents from 
property Owners, as held by the city corpor- 
ation counsel’s office, it is not treated the 
same as private corporations. 

“The Commonwealth Edison company 
does not have to.secure such frontage con- 
sents. It can érect its poles and lay its con- 
duits wherever it elects under its franchise 
in furnishing electric light. 

“ Nevertheless, a public corporation striv- 
ing to give a cheaper service and to reduce 
taxation is blockaded in its efforts. The 
Commonwealth Edison, as every one knows, 
has its poles and conduits all over the down- 
town district, in Lake View and Hyde Park, 
and other parts of the city.” 

“What about. the statement made by City 
Blectrician Carroll that the sanitary district 
is only able to furnish 15,000 horse power, and 
that all of that ultimately will be taken by 
the city?"’ . 

“That is misleading,” answered Mr. Mc- 
Cormick. ‘* We have 20,000 horse power now 
and eventually will have 80,000 horse power 
availabtie, half of which will be ready by’ the 
4nd of the summer from the Jdilet plant.”

Each floor really is a complete hoepita! in 
itself. On each there are four wards, a 
dining room for convalescent children, a diet 
kitchen, a linen room, a nurses’ service room 
with hob, toilet utensil sterilizer, and the like 
end full bathroom equipment. On the second 
floor there is a smal! laboratory and a surg- 
ical dressing room. 

From toys to tooth brushes, the possessions 
of every child in the building will be nuymn- 
bered and kept carefully separate from the 
rest. If there is any danger of infection 
when a child leaves the hospital, the con- 
tente of his locker will be burned. 

The basement of the building confaine the 
receiving room, where a careful examination 
will be made of each applicant for admission 
to the hospital. In the basement also are the 
general service rooms, servants’ rooms, fan 
room, and a large steam sterilizer. 


Builds It in Memory of Son. 

Mrs. Porter built the original Children’s 
hospital in memory of her son, and it was 
known originally as the Maurice Porter 
Children’s hospital, Mrs. Porter's gift being 
used as an endowment fund. In 1908, how- 
ever, the board of managers, feeling the 
mame should indicate a public rather than 
@ private charity, asked Mrs. Porter to con- 
sent to a change of name and to give the 

rincipal of her gift, $75,000, for a building 

be erected as a memorial to her son. The 
present building is the resuit. 

One of the important factors in choosing a 
location for the building was the accessibility 
of the site selected. No less than eight trac- 
tion lines run past the door of the building 
or are within easy reach. The total amount 
paid for the property was $80.808, the final 
payment having been made in January, 1907. 

The second of the new buildings—the Crib- 
side pavilion, given by the Cribside society 
with a fund started at the Cribside kirmess 
of 1906—was started several months after 
the Porter Memorial. This is a sort of com- 
bination of hospital and créche, accommo- 
‘dating twenty-four babies in two large 
wards. In addition there are two private 
wards. , 

In the basement of the pavilion is a milk 
laboratory, bottle room, and demonstration 
room. 

Mesers. Holabird & Roche are the archi- 
tects of the new hospital buildings and the 
power plant as well. 


Training of the Nurses. 


The nurses’ training school, which will 
st in August, will be under the direction 
of Miss Rena 8..Woo0d, who for five years 
was bead nurse of the Philadelphia Children’s 
hospital. The course will. include a year of 
adult nursing at the Presbyterian hespitg! 
and two months of visiting nurse work under 
Miss Harriet Fulmer, head of the Visiting 
Nurse arsociation. 

The Children’s Memoria! hospital started in 
1882 with eight beds in a private dweiling 
In 1886 the present building was built, and 
in 1903 the work of extending the capacity of 
the hospital broadly was begun with the for- 
mation of the Children’s Hospital society and 
@ Woman's auxiliary board, the latter now 
headed by Mrs. Russel] Tyson.

The gift was announced at the 
meeting of the board of directors and brings 
the total of Mr. Rockefeller’s donations to 
the institute to $4,500, 000. 


Donor Recognizes Dr. Flexner. 

The offer was transmitted in the following 
letter: 

26 Broadway, New York, May 26.—Dear Dr. Holt: 
Understanding that, in the judgment of your board 
a hospital building is desirable in order to facilitate 
the work of research for which the institute wag 
founded, my father will provide for the purchase 
of land and the erection and equipment of a suit- 
able hospital building in whatever amount may 
be necessary up to @ total of five hundred thousand 
($500,000) dollars, payments to be made ag the 
work progresses.

Plans Already Developed.

The question at 
stake is whether the International Harvester 
company is to be permitted to do business in 
Kansas.”

Mort H. Singer’s New Playhouse in 
Clark Street Equipped with Safety 
Devices and Pure Air. 


Mort H. Singer’s new Princess theater, the 


open tomorrow night. Mr. Singer will still 
continue his management of the La Salle 
theater and ‘his interests in the Askin-Singer 
company, which has on tour a half dozen im- 
portant attractions. 

The Princess theater is in Clark street, 
three doors below Jackson boulevard. It is 
built upon a lot 75 feet wide and 110 feet 
deep. Two great double doors exactly in 
its center open into the Iobby, upon the right 
hand side of which is thg box office, while 
inthe corresponding position on the left 
are twelve foot wide stairs’leading to the 
balcony. The entire lobby, as well as the 
stairs are of marble. 

There are twenty-two exits and four wide 
steel and concrete safety tunnels, all lead- 
ing directly into the street or a wide alley, 
whileaside from the curtain and draperies the 
only inflammable material in the entire house 
is a thin board flooring over the steel girders 
of the stage.

French Press Opposes Alliance. 


Opposition by such papers as the Temps 
to a formal alliance with England, however, 
continues strong. While it signifies no dim- 
inution in the cordial friendship of England, 
the impression created in Paris by President 
Fallieres’ reception in London is of the best 
and it cannot be questioned that the entente 
bas been strengthened. Thereby convic- 
tion grows stronger throughout Burope that 


the approaching visit of Bdward to the czar 
is of the utmost importance, but the idea that 


it will result in a new triple alliance is dis- 
appearing except, curiously enough, in Ger- 
many.

Reforms the Criminal Code. 


From the beginning Nicholas has worked 
for the tempering of a military government 
with civil justice as shown by his promul- 
gation in 1895-6 of a new and sweeping reform 
in the criminal code and new laws lighten- 
ing the severity of exile in Siberia. Coloniza- 
tion of Siberia and governmental control of 
the Nquor traffic were also decided steps 
in advance accomplished during the eariy 
years of his reign. 

In 1898 the czar gave impetus to the move- 
ment for universal peace by his imper:! 
rescript suggesting to tne powers a peace 
confarence for the consideration of disarma- 
ment and arbitration. The result of that 
propo was the first Hague conference and 
the su uent permanent organization of a 
world wide movement for peace. 

Probably no two items of the czar’s ad- 
ministration have been more criticised than 
hig treatment of Finland and his rejection 
of the zemstvos’ appeal for a popular con- 
vention and a part in the government. In 
his reply he said: 

““I-am aware that in certain meetings of 
the zemstvos voices have lately been raised 
by persons carriedsaway by absurd illusions 
about the participation of the zemstvos in 
matters of internal government. 

“Let all know that, in devoting all my 
strength to the welfare of the people, I intend 
to protect the principle of autocracy as un- 
swervingly as did my late and never-to-be- 
forgotten father.” 


Emperor Has Advanced Far. 


Nicholas III. has advanced far since he 
ued this statement in 1895, say present day 
historians, or the dumg would not exist 
teday. Considerable comment has been 
aroused, by the way, by the action of the 


qduma recently in denying to the Jews the 


right of military service. Since the popular 
assembly has taken this adverse action, it is 
pointed out that the anti-Semitic outrages of 
recent years could not entirely be laid at the 
door of the czar and\the military hierarchy. 

Since the crushing defeat of the war with 
Japan Russia has been passing through a 
political and social revolution, only the rum- 
blings of which have reached the outside 
world. She was caught unprepared, with a 
decayed and inefficient military organiza- 
tion, and since the close of the war has 
been devoting al] tle energies of government 
to developing a powerful military establish- 
ment. 


Similarly the enormous expenditures of the | 


late war left the imperial treasury, rich as 
it was, in an impoverished condition, and the 
financial resources have bee§ strained to the 
utmost to repair the damage done. Indeed, 
English critics of King Edward’s St. Peters- 
burg journey find in it an intrigue by Russian 
financiers to create popularity. for a new loan 
to the czar’s government.

Charles M. Wood Expires in Paris as 
Result of the Loss of a

ROME. May 30.—The death of Charles M. 
Wood, an American vice consul genera! in 
Italy for over thirty-five years and practical- 
ly all of that time in Rome. removed one of the 
best known figures of this city. He was here 
in stirring times and knew every American 
who ever visited Rome. Wood had for overa 
year showed signs of mental weakness and 
during that time he only ate bread and cheese 
and an occasional*‘cup of tea taken at a tea- 
room.for fear of heing potsoned by his 
enemies. Lately he grew so much worse he 
Was confined in an asylum, where one day he 
escaped to a window. He either fell or 
jumped and broke his ankle. His foot had to 


be amputated, which was followed by the loss 


of the entire leg. A few days later he died.

It is now only a few months 
since three negroes who had insulted white 
women were publicly fogged by Capt. Gro- 
gan, the head’ of the Colonists’ association, 
in front of the courthouse at Nairobi. This 
created. an outcry in England, and Grogan 
and those who helped him were punished by 
a mild imprisonment. 

In both British East Africa and Uganda 
flogging is one of the sentences of the courts. 
In Uganda the criminal to be whipped is 
laid face downward upon the ground... His 
clothes are taken off and one man sits on the 
small of the back and another on the thighs, 
the flogging being done on the fleshy parts 
between to pyevent permanently injuring 
the man. . 

May Give Them Fifteen Stripes. 

In German East Africa I am told thet any 
white man has the right to give any negro 
who insults him fifteen lashes, but that if 
more punishment than this is demanded the 
case must be brought before the police. 

On the western shoresof Lake Victoria and 
down here at Mwanza I find that every offi- 
cer and soldier carries his hippopotamus hide 
whip with htm. The whip is called the 
kabuko. It is a strip of the thick skin of the 
hippopotamus about a yard long trimmed 
down at tne sides to the diameter of one’s 
finger and made tapering at one end. 

Such @ whip is a terrible weapon. It is 
heavy and flexible and will cut like a knife. 
It requires only a light blow to draw blood, 
and the expert flogger brings down the 
kabuko on, the bare flesh with a peculiar 
twist which saws it to shreds. The natives 
will get down on their knees and beg for 
mercy if one even shakes a whip at them. 


Case of Dr. Karl Peters. 


Most of the German officials claim that 
it is impossible to keep the natives in sub- 
jugation except by the whip. This was the 
opinion of Dr. Karl Peters, who: was dis- 
missed from his position as imperial com- 
missioner of the district about Kilimanjaro 
on account of his “brutality” some time 
ago. The case was brought up by a libel 
suit which Dr. Peters instituted some 
months ago against the Muenchener Post. 
That paper had called Peters a hangman, a 
murderer, and a coward, and had published 
the story of his flogging three female serv- 
ants and the hanging of others. Im the 
trial which followed several Gérman offi- 
cilals who had served in Bast Africa testi- 
fied that the natives could not be ruled with- 
out flogging. One of the witnesses was Gen. 
Liebert, a former governor of German East 
Africa, and others were Herr Kuhnert, a 
well known animal painter who had recent- 
ly been here, and Father Acker of the Afri- 
can mission. Gen. Liebert said that it was 
absolutely necessary to be severe with the 
natives and that he regretted the mildness 
of the present officials. Herr Kuhnert 
averred that it was impossible to treat them 
with too much severity. He said he had 
geen one of the negresses when she was 
flogged by Dr. Peters and the punishment 
did not seem cruel to him.. Father Acker 
said that one could not govern the natives 
without flogging, and that he himself had 
often caused men and women to be whipped. 


Homicide Charged! to Peters. 


During this trial Herr Bebel, the socialis- 
tic member of the reichatag, was called in. 
He said that he had evidence that Peters 
had caused a negro to be shot down merely 
because he had crossed his path, and that 
when he was on the Emin Pasha expedition 
he had shot numerous natives and burned 
their villages. He cited one of Karl Peters’ 
books showing how he had punished a na- 
tive servant. The servant had stolen a 
chicken which Peters had ordered to be 
served for his dinner. Dr. Peters first gave 
the man an emetic to get back the chicken 
and then flogged him. 

During my trip about Victoria Nyanza I 
have been accompanied by the famous mis- 
sionary Archdeacon Walker, who was in 
Uganda at the time Peters passed through 
here. He tells me that the learned Ger- 
man doctor boasted to him that he had killed 
twenty-seven blacks while he was in the 
country and that he evidently thought noth- 
ing of shooting a native down in cold blood. 


Failed to Acquire Uganda. 


It was from Archdeacon Walker that I 
learned how near the Germans came to get- 
ting possession of the rich province of Ugan- 
da, and thereby the control of ..e whole of 
Lake Victoria. Whether this was attempted 
by Prince Bismarck and the German govern- 
ment I do not know, dut the movement was 
engineered by this same Dr. Karl! Peters. 
The incident occurred about 1890, when the 
relations between King Mwanga and the 
British government were exceedingly 
strained. Manga, who was then king of 
Uganda, had said that if the English would 
furnish troops to support him in his troubles 
with his subjects he wasready to. make a 
treaty with them and thereby bring his coun- 
try under their protection. 


Peters’ Trick Failed. 


Archdeacon Walker wrote a letter to this 
effect for the king, and sent it to Mr. Jack- 
s0n, the commissioner of British East Africa. 
The man who took th@™letter was captured 
on the way and it fell into the hands of Dr. 
Karl Peters, who was then traveling through 
the country as a soldier of fortune and 
diplomat combined. As the story goes, Dr. 
Peters tore the letter up, and then by forced 
marches reached Uganda before its loss be- 
came known. In consequence of the delay

The German officials here seem to be well 
satisfied with their colony. They say it is 
richer than British Bast Africa and in sup- 
port of their statement point to the fact that 
it already has a larger native ulation. 
British East Africa has something 4,000, - 
000 and this country has 7,000,000 or 8,000,000, 
The most of the colony is high and healthy. 
It has extensive grass lands and many of the 
natives are more than ordinarily thrifty. 

Take, for instance, the lands along the 
Kagera river, which flows into the lake on 
the edge of Uganda. I met two officers here 
who have been stgetioned in that country. 
They tell me that the soil is fertile and that 
it is covered with. a thick sod of fine rich 
grass. Much of the country is a mile above 
the sea and is well suited to be the residence 
of white men. These officers tell me that 
when railway communication can be made 
German colonists will come in and the coun- 
try will be developed as an agricultural and 
stock raising region. At present it is thickly 


populated by natives, who réar many cattle, 


sheep, and goats. ; 
On the Kagera River. 


The Kagera river rises not far from Lake 
Tanganyika, and the lower portion of it can 
be made navigable for steamers. It flows 
not far from the line of the Cape,.to Cairo 
road, ahd it may form an important link in 
the chain of rail and water which is to go 
north and south through this contMent. It 
will connect that road with Victoria Nyan- 
za. I'am told that if the bar at its mouth is 
dredged out boats of considerable draft can 
eteam so near to Lake Tanganyika that the 
building of fifty miles or so of railroad will 
practically connect the two lakes. 

As it is w, it is the intention of the ralfl- 
road builders to use Lake Tanganyika, which 
is 400 miles tong, and Lake Albert Edward 


and Albert Nyanza, both quite extensive, as / 


a part of the Cape to Caigo system. They 
are all deep and easily navigable. Indeed, 
the richest part of that route will be through 
the Nile and-its waterways. 
now within' about 400 miles from the south- 
ern end of Lake Tanganyika, and it will need 
only a short strip to join this chain of lakes, 
and another short strip from the end of 
Albert Nyanza to Gondokoro, where there is 
steam navigation for a thousand.miles down 
the Nile to Khaftum, the end of the Egypt 
and Soudan railway system... 


Bismarck in Africa. 


The Germans have erected a monument to 
Prince Bismarck out here on the southern 
shores of Victoria Nyanza. It stands with 
its back to the lake and its face towards the 


town of Mwanza. It consists of a bronze 


medallion as big around ws the head of a 
flour barrel, bearing the bust of the great 
chancellor. This medallion is cemented to 
a pyramid, or obelisk, whdch stands in a 
beautiful grove. Just back of it there is a 
great rock 100 feet high, and all about are 
trees and banana plants. I understand 
there are other monuments to Bismarck in 
some of the German towns along the coast 
of the Indian ocean, and that a fine statue of 
him has been erected at Dar es Salaam. 


Native Soldiers Brutal. 


The,Germans are organizing a native army 
out here, which shows the effect of itheir 
system of military training. They already 
have 2,500 native soldiers, officered by about 
300 Germans. The men are put through 
the same exercises as the soldiers at home. 
They are big fellows, well set up and 
muscular, many being over 6 feet in 
height and large in proportion. The most of 
them have brutal faces, and they look as 
though they might be butchersin battle. I 
have gone about through the. villages with 
some of these troops during my stay. Each 
man carries a hippopotamus whip with him 
and so uses it that he has no trouble in mak- 
ing himself respected by the ordinary native. 


Babies Blamed for Weather. 


Prof. Willis Moore of our weather bureau 
ought to come out to Lake Victoria and learn 
something of the real science of the weather. 
The lands south of the lake are’ frequently 
troubled with droughts, and it is on this ac- 
count that the witches and rainmakers flour- 
ish. I am told that some of the chiefs and 
sultans are supposed to be able to make rain, 
and that they are liable to lose their jobs 
at the first long dry spell. Ancestors are sac- 
rificed, too, in order to bring rain, and there 
are certain unfailing signs which indicate 
that a drought is coming. One of these is the 
advent of twins. This is the greatest ill luck 
any community can have, and the woman 
‘who brings it upon a village is sometimes 
banished. ‘ 

There are certain kinds of babies who are 
just the reverse of mascots. They are called 
.bad luck children, and when one is born trou- 
ble is sure to follow. One of these is a baby 
born with sore eyes, and another one that 
gets its upper teeth first. Ifthe teeth sprout 
out in the upper jaw before they do in the 
lower jaw that is a sure sign of dry weather, 
and the child is supposed to bring it. In- 
deed, this belief is so strong that such chil- 
dren-have been killed on account of the suf- 
fering which the drought, brought by them, 
has entailed.

Mile Gives Ithacans First 
in Intercollegiate.

Philadelphia, Pa., May 80.—[ Special. ]—Bat- 
tling against the worst weather that has at- 
tended the intercollegiates since 1901, but fa- 
vored in the crucial distance events, Cornell 
dethroned Pennsylvania in the thirty-third 
annual meet held on Franklin fleld this after- 
naon by the score of 84 to 29% points. The 
Red and Blue, champion for a year, having 
gained the title at Cambridge, Mags., last 
June, suffered by Michigan's inability to 
carry off the distance events. 

Yale, by virtue of having the most men of 
any of the colleges Jeft in the finals. carried off 
third honors, with a total score of 22 points. . 
Harvard and Dartmouth struggled gamely 
for fourth place, and the Crimson led the 
Dartmouth team by a half point, finishing 
with 17% points. Michigan failed to come u 
to expectations and registered but six points, 
tying with Swarthmore for sixth place. Co- 
lumbia and Princeton tied for eighth, and 
Syracuse, dependent on the giant Hoor in the 
hammer throw, firished-last, three pointe 
being the total score of the New York staters. 

The track was at least two inches deep in 
mud, while the jump stretches were soggy 
and smal! pools-of water helped to handicap 
the weight men. , 


Killing by Cornell in Two Mile. 


Unquestionably the greatest upset of the 
day occurred in the two mile run. It was in 
this event that Cornell made its killing, 
scoring nine of the eleven points, Trube, 
Young, and DeGolyer landing for the 
Ithacans, while Hall of Columbia contributed 
a third place for his team. 

Picked from the start to win ee two mile, 
Michigan's runners, Dull and May, made 
& mistake in the seventh lap of the grueling 
race and lost their chances for victory. 
Dull had a clear lead of four or five yards 
and in going around at the south turn of 
the track on the seventh lap was misled 
when the official's bell, hanging on a pole, 
fell to the ground. Ordinarily the ringing 
of the bell is the signal for the last lap and 
Dull and May both started to spurt for the 
finish. Trube and Young, tralling close to 
the westerners, knew full well that there 
was another lap and saved themselves. 


Wolverines Make a Mistake. 


Dull’s finish was great, but when he crossed 
the line and was urged on for another lap 
by the officials and spectators he was not 
equal to the task and fell in the rear. May’s 
strength was gone also and this gave Trube 
and Young every opportunity to win without 
much of an effort. Rowe, another of Michi- 
gan's forecasted point winners in the two 
mile could not be entered after his collapse at 
the close.of the one mile event. 

Had not Hall of Columbia made a remark- 
abie spurt in the last twenty yards and 
passed .De Golyer, Cornell would have tal- 
lied 10 of the 11 points, but as it was the 
nine was more than enough to offset any ad- 
vantage that Penn had in the sprints and to 
this mistake on the part of Coach Fitzpat- 
rick’s runners Cornell virtually owes its vic- 
tory. 

Penn scored as many first places as Cornel! 
—four in all—but Coach Moakley’s charges 
went one better than the Pennsylvanians in 
the second and third places.

DRAMATIC SCENE AT TRACK... 


Men and Women Frantically Acclaim 
Victory of Great Colt.

New York, May 30.—[Special.)—After the 
entire country had sorrowed for thirty-six 
hours over the supposed breakdown of James 
R. Keene’s--wonderful brown colt Colin, it 
was found this morning that the Commando 
8 year old was not pearly so badly off as had 
been thought, andthe wild story was turned 


into a howling farce this afternoon when’ 


the young turf king was brought from 
Sheepshead Bay to Belmont Park as an 
added starter to the §25,000 Belmont stakes, 
the feature event of the Memorial day pro- 
gram. 

The most dramatic scene that ever took 
place on an Amerjcan race track followed 
when Colin led his fleld home in the stakes. 
On his way to the post, no preliminary 
having been attempted, he was cheered 
for several minutes. But when he came 
home, gamely stalling off the challenge 
of August Belmont’s Fair Play to win by a 
neck, the vast crowd acted as if crazed. 

The Belmont was not spectacular until the 
finish. The course is entirely different from 
any other, the training track being utilized 
for almost a mile. It lies away off from the 
stands, and thrqugh the driving rain that was 
falling the outlines of the horses could barely 
be discerned. They were a ghostly looking 
lot as they broke, and at once it was seen 
that some horse had shot out of the bunch 


quickly. “ 
Great Colt in the Lead. 

It proved to be Colin, and while they were 
out of sight behind the treés he improved his 
lead, entering the main track with a six 
lengths’ advantage. 

Through the stretch, with Dugan driving 


‘Fair Play to the limit, the gap was cut down, 


and Notter, striking Colin a few times with 
the whip, the colt responded gamely and ap- 
peared to be a handy winner as he swung 
past the finish line. Then came the demon- 
stration that will go down in history as the 
greatest of its kind. 

The Grand National steeplechase followed 
the Belmont and proved a great race, con- 
sidering the condition of the turf. 

Thirty thousand spectators gathered to see 
the decision of the program, despite recur- 
rent showers that were carried through the 
huge stands on the wings of a thirty mile 
an hour gale. Had it been known that Colin 
was to start it is doubtful if even the greatest 
racing plant in the world would have been 
able to accommodate his worshipers. 

The National Stallion stakes had five 
starters. It was won by J. E. Madden's Sir 
Martin in a hard drive from the Keéne colt, 
Selectmian, with Madden’s other starter, Joe 
Madden, a close third. H. P. Whitney 
started Bobbin and Sandpiper, but neither 
finished in the money. Selectman swerved 
badly in the running, and probably would

Yankee colt was hardly good enough. A 
drizzle during the race prevented any time 
being takes.

HIGH ADMIRAL A FINE COLT. 


McMahon and Grattan Farm Horses 
_ Work Well at Libertyville. 


BY HENRY TEN EYCK WHITE. 
Visitors at the Dean track in Palatine on 
Tuesday were treated to a remarkable exhi- 
Sition of speed by a pair of trottere—Flemirg 
Boy, aged 5, and High Acmiral, a 2 year old. 
Fleming Boy is named in the $10,000 M 
and M. race at Detrcit, and every other slow 
class event of note, and also it is intended 


| to enter him in the Transylvania at Lexing- 


ton, so it is no secret Dean considers him 
able to hold his own with the best of the 
green trotters. He has been brought along 
carefully for two years, doing all that was 
asked of him in such fashion that Dean 
never doubted his being a game trotter as 
well as a fast one. . 

This spring, having a number of engage- 
ments to fill. Fleming Boy has been given 
more work that the average trotter in this 
section, and as a result is in prime form 
right now, carrying plenty of flesh and hard 
as naile. A couple of weeks ago he Was 
trotting around 2:30, and a week ago Tuesday 
dropped below 2:26 for the first time, doing 
an easy mile in 2:22, the final quarter in :32%. 
Last Tuesday it was the intention to rate 
him along in about 2:20, but with a fast 
pacer alongside Fleming Boy was willing to 
run away on the trot. The first half was 
done in 1:10, and then the stallion was given 
his head a little. Im a jiffy he had crept 
away from the pacer, and whtle the watches 
were busy recording the eighths he romped 
the second time around the half mile ring, 
doing the distance in 1:06, the last quarter 
in :32%. and the final eighth through the 
homestretch in :15%\. ; 


Impresses the Spectators. 

It was a wonderful mile for any trotter 
over a half-mile course in May, and it was 
done s0 easily and with such an evident 
reserve of speed chat the spectafors were 
greatly impressed and voted Fleming Boy 
@ great young trotter. It was evident the 
horge not only was well up to the work but 
could have done better. Dean is a conserva- 
tive man in respect of work, and while the 
mile looks fast for May it was easy, as at no 
time was the stallion urged. 

The work means that if no bad luck is ex- 
perienced between now and race day, Flem- 
ing Boy will be better than a 2:10 trotter when 
he turns for the word, and as he always has 
acted like a game honse and is good headed 
he looks to have a chance in the §10,000 De- 
troit fixture. His initial start, however, is 
scheduled for Peoria the first week in July, 
and he will get two other races before De- 
troit. 

After Fleming Boy had gone to the stable 
Bean furnished a second surprise with High 
Admiral. This 2 year old ts by Admiral 
Dewey, 2:04%, a son of Bingen, 2:06%, and 
Nancy Hanks, 2:04. The Admiral’s dam 
is Avena, 2:10 as a 2 year old; she by Palo 
Alto, 2:08%, so there is a good deal of cham- 
pionship blood in his veins. High Admiral 
was bred by Dr. J. C. McCoy of Kirkwood, 
Del., and was first seen by Dean last fall. 
The Chicago driver was greatly taken with 
the colt’s way of going, as well as with his 
speed, and advised August Uihlein to buy 
him. 


Showed Well at Once. 

From the first day he was hitched at the 
Dean place the black colt has had everybody 
on his side, so remarkable has been his 
work. He was then‘a slim, rather leggy 
fellow, but has furnished out remarkably 
and while not exactly what would be cailed 
handsome, is a colt any horse lover would 
look at twice, even without knowing he had 
speed. He has a will of his own and plenty 


- of nerve force and all the latter has been 


conserved by his training whichihas been 
anything but serious up to date." The Ad- 
miral is t to jig around a little when first 
taken on ithe track, wanting to investigate 
and look at everything in sight, but once he 
is headed away from the wire and gets going 
flat a 2:40 gait is as slow as he will work 
comfortably. 

Until last week he had not been a mile 
better than 2:50 and as a pipe opener he was 
allowed to ramble around the course in 
2:47, doing the first half in 1:25. .He was 
not seriously set down until the last eighth, 
which he trotted In :17, a2:16 gait. This was 
a wondérful showing, fully as fast ag he 
was wanted to go an eighth, but in the next 
mile it was eclipsed, He went al] the way at 
a fair ciip, however, doing the first half in 
1:28% and the last in 1:17, making the mile 
2:45%. In the final quarter The Admiral was 
given’ his head, doing the distance in :34%, 
the last eighth in :16%. For a 2 year old 
trotter in May, one that had not been worked 
at all during the winter, this was nothing 
less than phenomenai, and while it is a good 
ways to the stakes in which the colt is en- 
gaged, he looks likely to get some part of the 
money in them. 

Dean Stable Is Strong. 

‘The Dean stable this year is a strong one, 
In addition to the horses mentioned there isa 
& year old trotter, Fiducial. by Onward Sil- 
ver, that has stepped an eighth in :16\% at the 
end of a 2:25 mile. Minor Heir, the green 
pacer named in the big purses, is working 
well, although he has not yet stepped any 
2:20 miles. He has a woncerful turn of speed, 
is good gaited, good headed, and bred in lines 
that have produced good race horses, being 
by Heir-at-Law and out of a mare by Red- 
wald. Little Jerry is a fast and consistent 
& year old pacer that will be raced, while 
Sirnol (by Sir Alcantara, 2:05%. €am Phenol, 
2:07%) is to be saved over. He has been an 
eighth in :16 this spring. 

A pair of good 2 year old trotters are a 
filly by Moko and a colt by Allerian, both 
stepping better than a 2:40 clip. Lily King, 
from Nebraska, eligible to the 2:15 classes, 
is @ fast trotter, and Black Silk, 2:17%, from 
Oklahoma, looks good in the 2:18 purses. The 
pacer Will Mayburn, 2:08, is one of the best 
lookers on the place, and has more speed than 
ever. From Montana there is the green 
pacing stallion Crit Audubon, that worked tn 
2:16 over a half mile ring last year. Delta 
Clare is a fast pacer, and one of that gait 
that went a public mile in 2:08% last summer 
is Ruth Dillon, by Sidney Dillon. -Another 
Gaughter of the same horse, Sonoma Dillon, 
is so called because she is out of the dam of 
Sonoma Girl, 2:05%. This mare has rade 
wonderful speed progress in the last fort- 
night, and looks like a sure 2:20trotter. As 
she is but 3 years old, the speed and breed 
ing make her valuable. Another one of the 
game age is Pretty Polly, a petite and hand- 
Bome filly that took a record under 2:30 last 
fall and trialed in 2:20\. 


McMahon’s String Classy. 


The Libertyville track was velvety. last 
week, and a number of the best ones in the 
McMahon stable were moved up sharply, a}- 
though none of them has worked a full mile 
under 2:20. I saw the big pacer, Twis G. B. 
McMahon's C. of C. horse, that won a string 
of races last season, his only defeat being by 
Citation, 2:08%, and he made her beat 2-10 
over a wet tracktowin. T’wis G. B. isa mas- 
sive horse at all points, not the type that 
would impress one @s8 a race nag, but he 
"“ showed" last year, so there is no chance 
for argument about him. McMahon has two 
big. barns full of trotters and pacers sent to 
him from all over the land, but as none of 
them has been stepped fast there is nething 
to be said just now. The green trotter Brace- 
girdie has a ciassy look, and is known to 
‘be a 2:10 tretter when at an edge. Tha 
Pacing mare Red Bow, record just under 
2:10, filled my eye. Sheisea midget for size 
but good looking as a picture horse, with 


_ quality showing in every line. 


A couple of young trotters are fi 
Exalted, 2:074%, that McMahon raeed peal 
Seasons, the dam of one being the mare that 
produced Citation. The other already has 
been an eighth in :16% this s€ason. Both 
are extra good looking. In addition to Cita- 
tion and Twis G. B. the stable holds severa! 
others of the same gait with a jot of speed 
although not yet famous. One of them is 
Star Patch, 2:07%, that is abie to’ step 
quarter better than :20. He seems to have 
recovered from the lameness, which inter- 
fered with his work last year. Mountain 
Maid, which was sent all the way from Texas 
is & stout, good looking mare. She is by Rabe. 
lais, son of Belmont, and originally was used 
under saddle, in which capacity she developed

Another pacing 
of speed is Ding’ Pointer, by Star Pointer, 
1:59%. Her dam, Ding, also was a race nag. 
In addition to his campaigning stable, only 
a few members of which have been men- 
tioned, McMahon has a lot of good trotters 
and pacers owned by W. H. McDoel of Chica- 
g0. Which will be raced at the Wheaton mati- 
nées this summer and looked after by Frank 
Wright. 

The Grattan farm has seventeen in train- 
ing, many of them colts, and their owner, 
Mr. F. E. Marsh, who drives his horses in 
friendly brushes with Putnam, their trainer, 
is a busy man these days. Possibly the two 
horses in which he is most interested are 
Gratus and Emmett Grattan, one of which 
will be at the head of the farm stud some 
day. Both are rattling good trotters, and 
both from McGregor mares. Roxane, a 
matron of the McGregor tribe, by which Mr. 
Marsh sets great store, hag four of her prod- 
uce In the training stable, Gratus being one of 
them, and each is a rea] trotter, the youngest, 
a 2 year old, having speed enough to go into 
the 2:30 list. right away if asked to. 

When the time comes the Grattan horses 
will step fast, but up to date slow work has 
been their portion. One of the horses the 
boys are interested in is the tretter Hartland 
Grattan, 2:138%. He has taken to the pace, 
and can step an eighth In :15 at that gait. 
Miles around 2:40 are all he is asked to do 
now, but later he will go to the races. 

A fast young trotter is the 2 year old sister 
of Nickel Grattan, 2:12%, and the stallion 
himself, after a year’s rest, ‘is in training 
again and should beat 2:10 handily, as he was 
absolutely green when his present mark was 


taken. 
Those in Turner’s Barn. 


Over in Levi Turner's barn are several more 
Grattans. Gratitude is a 2:05 pacer, if the 
opinion of those who have seen him race is of 
any value, and while Turner does not say 
much it is plain he fancies the horse. Mc- 
Gregor Grattan, whose dam is by Herschel, is 
a pacer of class, while Abbie Grattan, whose 
dam is by Aberdeen, can trot a streak and 
will be raced. A colt trotter, Neola A., by 
Eagle Bird, is a likely prospect. ws 

One of the notable trotters at the track is 
the 3 year old colt Justo, owned in Arizona. 
He came across the continent to be prepared 
for his engagements by Ed Hal!, who drove 
him last year. Justo could trot a mile in 2:15 
then, and has improved so much in various 
ways that he looks like a sure 2:103 year old. 
His best mile since reaching here is 2:28, and 
he worked a little faster before leaving home, 
with eighths at a race horse clip. 

In John Swanbrough’s barn are half a doz- 
en students of the racing game and the stal- 
lion Gambetta Prince, that could step 2:15 as 
aS8year old. He is not in active training, 
but later may be shaped up and given a rec- 
ord’ where he is capable of going, his present 
mark being only 2:41. He is a well made and 
good looking horse, and but for hard luck in 
training would ere this have shown himself 
the best of the Gamaleon family. 

California Horses Coming. 

W. G. Durfee, the California trainer, is due 
to reach Wheaton next Tuesday with astrong 
stable of trotters and pacers. The death of 
his M. and M. candidate, Regalo, was a hard 
blow to Durfee. The day before the little 
horse diéd, and while it was supposed there 
was no doubt of his ultimate recovery, Dur- 
fee, in the course of a letter to a Chicago 
friend said: ‘“‘My Horses are doing well, 
except Regalo, and he is the one I had cen- 
tered my hopeson. I shall be obliged to leave 
him behind, which is too bad, as this seems 
to be an off year. I have heard of no extra 
gcod ones, and this fellow was my best with- 
out a doubt. He could have trotted in 2:07% 
Christmas day. I have been miles in 2:13 
with Petigru, 2:17% with Carlokin, 2:13 with 
Murray M., 2:21 with Dredge, 2:20 with Del 
Coronado 2:14% with Copa de Oro, 2:12% 
with Phoenix, and 2:20% with Zomalto.”’ 

The dozen mares wanted for De! Coranado 
when that horse comes to Wheaton are as- 
sured. F. S. Gorton, in addition to the two 
named last Sunday, will send the 8 year old 
filly Ouida Courtright, now in training at 
Dean’s track. She is by Sphinx, dams by 
Axtell, Nutwood, Harold, and Pilot Jr., and 
has a lot of speed, having already worked 
in 2:34 this spring. She probably will be given 
a record just under 2:30 after being bred and 
not raced until late next season.

years. This statement holds good of the 
felds also of mechanics, philosophy, states- 
Manship, letters, history, finance, music, art, 
Gisoovery, exploration, navigation and many 
ethers.

* Justice,’’ came at the age of 71.

Commodore Vanderbilt made eighty mil- 
lions after he was 75 years old. 

Some of the greatest poets, painters, and 
sculptors, such as Dryden, Bryant, Richard- 
som, Cowper, Young, De Foe, Titian, Chrie- 
topher Wren, and Michael Angelo, have 
Gone a part of their finest work in advanced 
life. The imagery both of Bacon and of 
Burke seemed to increase in richness as they 
grew older. In fact, in some callings, if not 
all, age is an advantage. 

Youth is the seed time; age the harvest. 
The young man stores up the treasures 
which in later years he can use. When 
Emerson indites a rich and suggestive essay, 
or Beecher preaches an eloquent discourse, 
they do not necessarily originate anything 
at the time, but simply draw on their abun- 
dant stores, gathered during a long and 
active life.

of putting on a complexion or a smile that 
won't come off.

The largest patrons of the doll hospital 
are wealthy people who want their old dolis 
preserved for sentimental reasons.

Most 
strikingly is this illustrated in painting and 
sculpture, in which realms quite old men have 
succeeded. Similarly with the art of writing. 
Those who have done their best thinking 
before 40 have done their best writing after 
that period. This is thought to have been 
the experience of Dr, Jobnson, Edmund 
Burke, Rougseau, Voltaire.

te do their thinking while young and in mid- 
die life, and to delay the permanent and 
final publication of their thoughts until they 
have also perfected the inferior but not un- 
important art of expression.

Presence of Age Ie Strength. 

Dr. Nathaniel 8S. Shaler, the 60 year old 
Gean of the Lawrence Scientific schoo! at 
Harvard, when he wrote the books contain: 
ing the statement, showed that the presence 
of three or four generations in a single social 
edifice gives to it far more valve than is 

jafforded by one or two. The eldera serve to 
unite the life of the community and to bridg® 
the gap bet ween the successive generations. 

Prof. Shaler shows that the average man 
up to the age of perhaps 50 has little or no 
time for calm reflection; that the necessities 
for existence demand that he pursue a ga'n- 
ful life, which is always more or less over- 
energetic. Whatever possible period thers 
may be in the present order for the average 
individual] to pursue the intellectual life must 
come afterward. And it does come. 

*TIs it necessary to argue that the worll 
needs the assistance of the calm, reflective 
mind? Remove this possibility and mankind 
may never be able to learn whether life has 
either meaning or value in the larger sense."

Youth Needs Guiding Hand. 

Recurring wars, he says, repetitions of po- 
HMtical follies, and the successions of com- 
mercial disasters all show the need of add- 
ing im every possible way to the strength 
of the bond between generations, so that 
the life of soclety may gain a larger unit 
of action than is afforded by the experience 
of moet of its active members. 

If the deeds of any single period could be 
the result of three or four generations of 
experienced men rather than that of one, 
civilisation. would be an immense gainer. 
There would be fewer recitals of failure, 
fewer reversions to savagery. This neces- 
sity is made evident, he says, because, not- 
withstanding the resources of our printed 
records, they convey only imperfectly the 
quality of our time to that which succeeds 
it. The real presence of the generations 
is necessary to the greatest extent that can

Fitness Tested by War. 

Dr. Shaler declares that the: idea of the 
apparent uselessnese of man in advanced 
years is a survival from the time when a 
man’s value in warfare was the paramount 
consideration. And the military man’s suc- 
cess, particularly of the older periods, not 
only placed a premium on physical hardi- 
hood and vigor, but was beset with every peril 
to render it short and to put the warrior’s 
favorite virtues in question if he survived to 
old age.

‘ing. or permitting dangerous conditions to 
exist. The definitions of these factors often 
have not been accurately.drawn, nor have 
those formed been, sq generally accepted as 
to secure uniformity. 

“Again, the view formerly prevalent 
favored the entire assumption of risk by the 
employé, while the gradual growth of the 
doctrine of.the duty of his protection by the 
employer has given rise to a variety of de- 
cisions. and statutory enactments, with the 
result that we now have in the United States 
@ body of law.and practice that is in effect 
largely of the nature of a compromise.” 

Thjs question of liability of the employer 
largely: arises out of ‘circumstances which 
point*to the employer’s indifference to pre- 
ventive ‘measures which would protect the 
employé. That measure of prevention gen- 
erally is determined as sufficient if it may be 
shown that the preventive’ is such as the 
employer himself might use if he were work- 
ing. in.the place of the employé. In the case 
of corporations the Supreme court at Wash- 
ingten has held that.such caution and fore- 
sight-as careful, prudent officers ought to 
exercise for: protection of employés should 
read the corporation clear of negligence. 

. 8 * 
What Constitutes Ordinary Negligence 

But while courts of review have discoun- 
tenanced instructions of the lower courts 
which have seemed to impose greater than 
ordinary precautions upon the employer, the 
determination of this “ordinary” precaution 
depends almost wholly upon the nature of the 
employment. The switchmen in the great 
railroad .yards of Chicago are entitled to 
more measures of protection than are neces- 
sary in the same road’s yards in a country 
town; minere in a gaseous Coal mine are en- 
titled to more preventive measures against 
accident than are miners in the pit where no 
gas arises. 

In‘a line’of work where ordinarily the risk 
is slight, the: duty of precautions on the part 
of the employer becomes unusually emphatic 


. if euddenly’a temporarily dangerous condi- 


tion arises. Some of the specific findings as 
to liability and nonliability under certain cir- 
cumstances are cited by the bureau of labor 
as interesting in their bearings. 

“Where @ dangerous occupation has been 
reasonably modified by precautionary meas- 
ures, the employer still must bear in mind 
that youth and inexperience in the work may 
make it peculiarly dangerous for the young 
person. 


¢ 
‘Employer Must Establish Safeguards. 


If a scaffolding shall be the place of work- 
ing for the employé, the employer is respon- 
sible for its materials, construction, main- 
tenance, and the safeguards which shall be 
ordinarily. reasonable. But if.an occasion 
requires that the employé construct a scaf- 
fold as an appliance not in general vse, an 
injury resulting may leave the employer 
blameless. : 

New devices that tend to better work and 
greater safety constantly are disarranging 
the perspectives as to the employer's lta- 
bility. A new tool or new machine which 
comes out effecting these things naturally 
cannot be forced into superseding ole iools 
and machines that are reasonably safe. But 
their existence may tend to exaggerate an 
employer's liability in the eyes of a jury. 

The cost of such innovations enter into ac- 
count, however. If it is shown that to adopt 
these devices entails a prohibitory cost, the 
‘old devices necessarily are reasonable. Asin 
the Alabama case of accident. caused by a 
low bridge, it was shown by the defendant 
railroad :that a new and modern structure 
not only would have entailed great expense 
to the company but to have built a bridge 
sufficiently high would have caused lasting 
inconvenience to the general public.

Should Furnish Safe Tools. 

One of the first requirements of the em- 
ployer is that he shall provide reasonably 
safe tools. If through time and long use 
these ‘tools become unsafe without impress- 
ing the fact upon the worker the employer's 
Nability increases. The employé may notify 
the employer of the situation and the em- 
ployer, may hire a third party to put the 
machires and tools in condition. But if a 
preventable accident occurs following this 
work the employer may not shield himself 
behind his agent. 

But liability follows only when the employé 
is using tools and machinery or working in a 
position to which his duties as an employé 
sent him. If of his own volition he leaves a 
machine at which he has been working and 
undertakes to run another machine and is 
injured, he has no recourse.

. ister,” and after that she~is placed under 
contract to pay them one half of the first 
week's salary secured by a position of their 
instigation.

I am a worker in the Federal building, 
where I am brought into contact with many 
of Uncle Sam’s employés. Like other sal- 
aried people in large cities, many of them 
have a hard time to make ends meet and often 
need to anticipate their next month's sal- 
aries. One day I heard a hewly appointed 
man in the immigration office bewailing the 
fact that his household goods, stored in New 
York, would be sold for the storage charges 
because he lacked $25 to clear them. I had 
some ready money, and through sympathy 
offered to lend him the sum he needed. At 
the end of six weeks he repaid me and gave 
me $5 extra to show his gratitude. 

Other clerks whom he had told of the incl- 
dent came and asked me for small loans. At 
first I hesitated, disliking to accept the réle 
of a female shylock, but second thoughts 
cohvinced me there was nothing dishonor- 
able about loaning them money. Indeed, in 
many cases it would save them from the 
clutches of loan sharks, as they were men 


who could not have obtained money from 


a bank, although there was no danger of their 
not canceling their debts, ag the government 
frowns on dishonest employés. I began what 
I now call “‘my banking business.”’ 

I am afraid the “ business” is conducted 
with little system, but so far I have never 
met with a loss.

The experience of William H. Parker at 
Morocco, Ind., may be given. It was in 1906 
that Mr, Parker says he became a subscriber 
to the Hapgoods “‘ Opportunities.” He says 
that after he had received two of the “ so- 
called magazines” the paper failed to come. 
He wrote to know why, and also reminded 
the Chicago office that he was waiting for a 
job, but he says they gave him no satisfac- 
tion. In the fall, being without work, he de- 
cided to come to Chicago and call on Hap- 
goods in person. 

“They promised me a position,”’ said Mr. 
rarker, “and later in the day reported that 
they had secured a position for me with the 
Western Steel Car and Foundry company at 
Hammond, Ind. They gave me a letter of 
introduction to the president of the com- 
pany, Mr. Brown.

“But that is iot all that is ‘required of 
the resser. He must foi- 
low ali the modes and invent new ones for 
himeelf.

The skirt when fin- 
ished should be one-half inch .shorter then 
the suit skirt. so : 

A good many women have trouble {n pre- 
venting their, skirts from sagging at the 
waist band in the. back.. A flat’ corset hook 
should be sewed on one sid¢,of the middle 
front of the corset one inch below the Waist, 
and if chemises.are worn for corset.covers 
work an eyelet hole in the chemise and slip 
over the coreet hook, first hemming down to 
the wrong side an inch square piece of cam- 
bric and punching the hole through thet 
thicknesses. All petticoats and separdte 
drop skirts should be cut down in the middle 
of the front se they will slip under the hook 
and lie smoothly. Put a facing instead of 
a standing band on the skirt. If the skirt 
fits perfectly about the waist this slipping 
under the corset hook will keep it in place,, 
up in the back: and down in the front. 

The coat:for this. style of suit is perfectly

Have the coat lined with a good taffeta, or 
if the suit is bought ready made and is satis- 
factory with the exception of the lining—as 
often happens unless one buys an expensive 
suit—it will pay to rip out the poor lining, 
press it smoothly, and cut a new one, using 
the other as a pattern, and reline the coat. 

With a suit of this kind a simply tucked 
taffeta waist, matching the suit in colors, is 
worn. Three yards and a half shoulW be 
enough with careful cutting, and if some one 
of the frequent sales is taken advantage of 
it may be possible to buy an 85 cent or $1 
taffeta for 50 cents a yard. 

With this suit a stylish and simple hat 


-trimmed with ribbon and possibly a pair of 


small wings will look well. If this hat is 
intended to do duty for’wear with the wash 
dresses, for instance, it will be better to 
have an ecru or tan straw rather than a 
blue one to match the suit. This can be 
trimmed with black taffeta to good advane 
tage. 

A hat bag for use on a train is one of the 
nicest possible things. Two pieces of card- 
board which, when put together, make a 
large circular piece are each one covered 
with silk or any desired material, then these 
are joined down through the middle by over- 
handing, which makes it possible to fold up 
and pack easily in a suit caseorbag. Around 
the outside edge of this circular piece is 
sewed a piece of material with the upper 
edge hemmed and ribbons run through to 
pull up. It looks like an enormous workbag. 
The hat is put into this, along with the vel] 
and hatpins, then the ribbons are pulled so

“Divorce,” asserte Mrs. Sedgwick, “is 
much more common in Germany than in 
BPngland and is more easily obtained.” 

The English idea concerning the marriage 
unrest is a most peculiar Mrs. Chur- 
ton Braby in her book, “‘ Modern Marriage 
and How,to Bear It,” says that it is gen- 
erally the woman who suffers discontent 
after marriage and declares it as her opiniqn 
that the unhapptest of married women are 
those to whom their husband has been the 
first and only man. Before marriage, she 
says, there should be feminine wild oats. 

‘* Please note the qualifying adjective,” 
she pleads, “and do not attempt to misun- 
derstand me.

Mrs. Braby thinks that before marriage a 
girl should be thrown in the society of men; 
that she should see all kinds and conditions 
of men and learn to distinguish the worth- 
less from the worthy. The woman who has 
experienced—experiences—and learned to 
know men as they are, when she is mar- 
ried will expect nothing more than is her 
due. It.is the girl with the sleep of romance 
still heavy upon her who will be awakened 
suddenly, her dreams shattered, and her 
heart: bleeding with disappointment.

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ANNETTE FRISBIE is the only 
woman who has ever decorated a private 
car. When. Charles M. Schwab built his 
sumptuous private car he announced that 
no money or talent was to be spared in 
making this the finest car ever made. 
Mrs. Frisbie was selected from the many 
artiste in New York and the west to 

‘decorate the private apartments. A studio was opened 
for her at the car works, where she was closeted for 
weeks, painting the cellings and panels. & 

The car is about fifty feet in length. It is in Louis 
XV. style throughout, every piece of furniture is a 
special and hand carved design. The brass bedsteads 
are gold plated and hand etched. 
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Mr. Schwab's room is in old rose and the woodwork 
is mahogany. The ceiling and panels shade from cream 
to old rose, and’ are decorated in festoons of pink and 
cream roses. Mrs. Schwab's room is in old blues and.is 
finished in wreaths of pink and yellow roses in Louis 
XV. style. The furnishing of these rooms is in har- 
mony with the decoration. The draperies are embroid- 
ered with roses. The chairs and lounges are uphol- 
atered with leather, tooled and modeled with the same 
design.

HERE ehall we put the children? Where 
can we make their living quarters, where 
are they to sleep and play, and where 
can they get the sun? When these ques- 
tions are asked about the children of rich 
paretits in a large city they sometimes 
are as difficult to answer as when inter- 
ested and helpful people try to answer 
them about the poorest of children. 

To let the children have both their sleeping rooms 
and their playrogms in sunfiy places turns more than’ 
one city house upside down and ptizzles many an archi- 
tect to see how.he can add comfortable children’s quar- 
ters to old houses and allow for them in new cnes. 
That these must fit all other requirements and still 
allow for the growth of the small people, so that event- 
ually the room may answer some other purpose, is one 
of the problems that the architect has to grapple with, 
and in some of the stiburban homes of Chicago this 
idea has met with an ingenuity that shows the artistic 
as well as the practical side of many afi architect. In 
the city houses there is less planned architecturally for 
the little folk, but on the other hand mothers have 
made up for the lack of especially planned houses here 
with the help of the decorator and ingenuity of their 
own until in many cases wuniqtiie feottis have been 
evolved.

Unique Playroom of Lolita Armour. 

Mrs. Ogden Armour alWays has plantied the decora- 
tion of Lolita’s rooms in the Michigan aveéntie house. 
From the time Lolita Was a little girl she has had a 
playroom in the top story and a large bedroom on the 
second floor, both of them large, Sunny rooms. The 
Playroom never has had either decorative or archi- 
tectural features, but it nevertheless has been a unique 
room of its kind, in the fact that she has ber piano 
there and practices atid studies in it. 

There is a cozy study table and a place for books— 
otherwise it has much the appeatatice of a toy shop, 
for here the little maid Keeps her most precious posses- 
sions which she has had fromm childhood Although 
passing Gn jJarge hutibers of these toys to the children 
of the Agidur sefvatits and other little folk has been 
made @ regiilar spring and fall habit, which it dia not 
take thuch persuasion to get this little girl to adopt— 
still she has a large ehough collection of her own 
things here to make the room look like a toy museum. 

“She loves her old things and thinks more of them 
than she does of the new ahd gtowti up ones,” sald Mrs. 
Armouf one day to a friend, “and her playroom is noth- 
ing but a toy shop.’ 

In the bedroom on the second floor, however, Mrs. 
Armour has exefcised her decorative taste, carrying 
owt a pretty pink and gray French room. She does not 
give a decorator carte blanche, as many women do, but 


has her own ideas, having many pteces of French fur- 
niture re@énameled and much upholstering done. 

These rooms have already been dismantled for the 
spring removal, however, ang the rooms for Lolita in 
the new Lake Forest house, while they will be unique, 
are being planned for a young woman and not for a 
little girl.

Fairylike Playroom in Oak Park. 

Probably the most beautiful playroom in Chicago 
and that which allowed best for growing up features is 
that in Frank Wright’s Oak Park house. It is in the 
third story and is a little longer than a square room 
with arched recesses at either end and low, projecting 
bay windows at the sides, which are called “light 
catchers,” in the professional terms used by architects. 
These are dear, low, little windows, with narrow, 
straight up and.down panes, which start at the floor 
and reach only as high as the heads of little children 
playing—or a little Ligher when they sit cozily on the 
floor. 

It must not be taken from these little windows, 
however, that there is anything crowded or low roofed 
in this nursery—on the contrary, it is a room of such 
fine and big proportions that it gives the person who 
enters it a thrill, as a cathedral or any perfectly 
Planned interior might. Any little child transported 
here from the ordinary city house might feel quite like 
the little princess who found her attic disguised with 
the wonderful rugs and things which the East Indian 
Servant brought into it. , 

The high oak finished arches of this room inclose 
a rectangular space which is roofed with one great, 
soft, yellow glass window overhead, set flat, and filling 
in the whole top of the main part of the great room, 
much as you might see the lighting of an art gallery 
managed. 

In and beyond the arches in one end of the room is 
built a great chimney and open fireplace, and at the 
other a stairway, with landings looking down into the 
playroom in a way fascinating to grownups as well as 
children. 


= 
Separate Stairway for Wright Children. 

This stairway leads up into an attic which has all 
the attractiveness of the proverbial attic probably, for 
it has been on the landing of these stairs that the five 
little Wright children have spent quite as much time 
as in their room itself. The stairway leads down an- 
other stairway which reaches to the ground and has its 
own outside entrance. 

“We built it this way so the ohildren could bring 
all the children of the neighborhood to their room if 
they wanted to and not have to run through the rest 
of the house,” says Mr. Wright. 

Traditions of the neighborhood show, however, that

the little Wrights di@ not always wait to use it; there 
is a tall tree that reaches up to the second story roof 
of the main part of the house and upon which the little 
lookout windows open. Up this tree and along the way 
of the narrow roof has been the means of entrance for 
the children, girls, and all, whenever they were in a 
hurry since the oldest was a little tot. 

“They bear a charmea life or they would have long 
age broken their necks,” say the neighbors, looking on 
at this stunt from a better vantage point than their 
own parents.

Grand Piano Built in Stairway. 
The possibilities of the stairway were developed to 


their utmost when it came time to put in a piano. “A. 


grand piano is always an ugly sight,” said Mr Wright, 
who was the architect of his own house, “and there 
was just comfortable room to hide one in this arch 
here.” 

So the stairs were made important by building the 
piano under them in sections and one of the curiosities 
which the fortunate little people Who live here have 
to show their friends is the wondérful way in which 
they can take up a bit of the stairs and look down 
“right into the piano.” 

From the artistic point of view the keyboard fits 
into the little wall space under the landing quite as 
happily as the instrument itself does: behind it. 

Corner bookcases and music cases have converted 
this room into a study room and a living room for the 
family as the older children have grown up, quite as 
much as a playroom. he decorative features also have 
been treated from these corners, as at each one of them 
is suspended a flat and rectangular shade for the elec- 
tric lights. These are two feet square and correspond 
with the opalescent yellow of the skylight, and the low 
“light catchers” windows. At night they throw the 
light to the ceiling and top of the room, while from 
them are suspended small shades which throw the light 
down on the great work table at one corner, the seats 
at each side of the fireplace, and the piano keyboard at 
the opposite ones. 

A great Japanese tapestry over the chimney piece 
harmonizes with the colorings in the lighting features 
to form the entire decoration of their rgom, which is so 
large that rocking horses and other toys scattered 
around do not even interfere with its decorative har- 
mony.

A work bench is part of the equipment of this play- 
room, Which has a piano, couches, and mission furni- 
ture in it, and which, since the children have grown 
bigger, has been turned into a living room, sewing 
room, and general room, in which “to do things” for 
every body.

In the new place which the Soloman Sturgeses have 
bought at Glencoe Mrs. Sturges has designed a separate 
building for her son.

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NCOUNTED millions of people have per- 
ished and are perishing for no other rea- 
son than that they were tired. Number- 
less hosts of sad mortals have died and 
are dying from no disease save a chronic 
exhaustion. And not only human beings, 
but animals and beautiful birds. 

Dr. Angelo Mosso, the eminent Italian 
of Turin university, who has studied the conditions and 
effects of fatigue as perhaps has no one else, tells of 
watching the flocks of birds coming home from the 
aouth for the summer, beating helpless against the 
rockbound shores of lovely Italy after thousands of 
miles of flight, too weary to enjoy the land they flew 
so far to reach, too weary to live after they toiled so 
bravely to find a place to live. 

There are birds which travel more than 9,000 miles 
every spring, from South Africa, Polynesia, and Aus- 
tralia, in order to reach the polar regions; and in au- 
tumn return to the winter quarters in the same Way. 
Every year the martins travel from the North cape to 
the Cape of Good Hope, and vice versa. 

But these prodigious labors are not achieved with- 
out prodigious fatigue. In the open sea pigeons have 
been observed on the waves with outspread wings, and 
in these birds this was certainly a sign of overpower- 
ing fatigue. Trustworthy sailors are said to declare 
that the quail, .when excessively wearied, settles on 
the water and rests for some time, then takes flight 
once more and continues its route. 


*-* * 
Birds Care for the Tired Ones. 

Prof. Mosso has somewhere read that among the 
birds which are strongest in the wings some have been 
observed at sea bearing on their backs a tired little 
one, which has thus found safety in a desperate sit- 
uation. 

In order better to study the conditions of fatigue 
and the changes in the organisms of birds caused by 
a long journey Dr. Mosso had a house for carrier pig- 
eons fitted up in his laboratory, which, like the ma- 
jority of those in Italian universities, is situated in 
an old convent. When pigeons are set free in Bologna 
or Auenea, about 300 miles distant, the station master 
sends Dr. Mosso_a telegram. At the time the birds may 
be expected he goes up to the neighboring church tower 
and there awaits their coming, telescope in hand. 

They come quickly. One has scarcely time to per- 
ceive them before they are on the roof. When placed 
beside the others the fatigued pigeons can easily be 
distinguished, for they sit crouched down and motion- 
less, nor do they fly about and play for several hours. 
The muscles of the pigeons which had performed the 
journey were darker chan those of the birds that had 
remained at home. 


The professor exposed the brains of the four dead - 


birds that had performed the journey from Bologna to 
Turin and compared them with those of the normal 
birds. The difference in hue was so evident: that every- 
body in the laboratory noticed it. . In the fatigued 
birds the brain was pale, almost bloodless. 

This fact, the scientific investigator believes, can ex- 
plain why the quails on their arrival from Africa do 
not see’ so well as usual, but dash themselves against 
the rocks, and why people are incapable of doing brain 
work after great fatigue. 

x 
Human Beings Die of Fatigue. 

The migrations of the birds and their sad endings 
have their human counterparts throughout the world 
in: many different forms and varieties. Every year thou- 
eands of Pie@dmontese workmen go to France or Switz- 
erland, returning at the beginning of winter by the 
valley of the Rhone. Every year many die of fatigue 
and cold in the pass of the Great St. Bernard. The 
corpses are carried to a room about 100 yards from the 
monastery, and there they are left just as they were 
found, in order that other travelers or relatives look- 
ing for them may recognize them. 

They are Piedmontese peasants and workmen re- 
turning to their homes at approach of winter, with 
bag or valise on shoulder, bringing to their families 
their little savings. Sometimes they set forth tov late 
or the season becomes bad quickly and snow overtakes 
them in the mountain passes. Badly clothed and ex- 
hausted, they are forced to stop when the north wind 
blows. Their hands and feet are frostbitten and they 
are quickly benumbed. 

But their sufferings can only be pictured by those 
who have traveled in the Alps and know how the snow 
falls in a fine powder, literally grains of ice dashed 
against the face by the wind and penetrating any gar- 
ment. He who rests is lost in a benumbed sleep that 
passes into death. 

These terrible unfortunates, howe\ f°, are only iso- 
lated in rare cases, and their trage« °s are invested 
with a melancholy glory. The vast ahd dreadfui ma- 
jority of those who perish by fatigue fall in armies 
by the slow suicide of continuous overwork. 


* * 
Why the Children of the Poor Die. 

Infant mortality, as Dr. Mosso has indicated, is 
greater among the poor than among people in easy cir- 
cumstances,- and children born and bred in poverty 
are never so strong as tuose more happily conditioned, 
either because their food is insufficient or because they 
suffer from the effects of the fatigué undergone by 
their mothers. 

Prof. Pagliani of Turin made a series of measure- 
ments comparing the weight, the height, the, circum- 
ference of the chest, the vitality, and the muscular 
force of the poor children with those of children com- 
fortably circumstanced, and in every instance thc ad- 
vantage was with the latter. 

The ruin which the exhaustion of fatigue brings 
about in man appears finally and clearly in the degen- 
eration of the race. In one of the Italian provinces 
out of 3,672 sulphur workers who presented themselves 
for examination only 203 were declared fit for military 
service. More than 1,200 were rejected as under height, 
sixty-nine for deficient chest measurement, sixty-four 
for constitutional weakness, twenty-five for malforma- 
tion of the chest, forty-three for hernia, forty-eight 
for spinal curvature twenty for other physical deform- 
ities, seven for varicocele, eighteen for malarial ca- 
chexia, eighteen for blindness, seventy-three for other 
causes. The remainder were remanded for another ex- 
amination.

Despite humane legislation the unhappy 
workers all the world oyer are enslaved, mu-

poets’ dreams, Beside the roaring machines and their 
whirling hammers and flying wheels are seen half

The hiss of the steam, the rattling of the pul- 
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leys, the shaking of the joints, the snorting oi the 
iron giants all point the tale that man is condemned 
to fallow them without a moment's rest, because every 
minute wasted consumes time which is worth money, 
seeing that it renders useless the fuel and the move- 
ment of these colossi. 

The least distraction, the least mistake, may drag 
the workers between the grinding teeth of the wheels.

Death Follows Carelessness. 

The imagination recoils horrorstruck before the 
mutilations, the deaths, with’ which these monsters 
punish the slightest carelessness, the slightest hesita- 
tion on the part of those who direct them. A machine 
recognizes no limit to its speed save as the weakness 
of man in performing his part as assistant. 

Now the capacity for action of human energy is 
in inverse ratio to the time through which it acts. 
But books on political economy contain little exact 
information on this point. The statistics are inade- 
quate. Dr. Mosso urges fresh investigations to be 
made. And whatever else will be proved certain it is 
that as machine work increases the desideratum of in- 
tellectual tension and fatigue also increases. This is 
a new and important element. 

In brain fatigue Mosso observes phenomena which 
bear a certain resemblance to those produced in the 
muscles by a long walk. We have all experienced that 
torpor in the legs’ which hinders us resuming our walk 
ence we have sat down to rest. It is the same with 
the brain. When we are tired by prolonged intellectual 
work we eannot without great effort take up our task 
again. The headache which succeeds intense brain 
work corresponds to the inertia felt in the muscles 
of the lege after a long walk or to the stiffness and dis- 
comfort felt in the muscles of the arms after a frst 
game at tennis. )

Brain Exhaustion Follows [ll Health. 

So long as we are in good health we are little 
aware of intellectual] fatigue. But as soon as ill health 
comes upon us we find how exhausting brain work is. 
The source of thought and the power of attention are 
dried up and the flow of ideas is sluggish. When we 
are recovering from illness even conversation fatigues 
us. We have occasionally to stop talking, and, taking 
our head between our Hands, close our eyes in order 
to rest and gather strength to continue, and we find 
great difficulty in recalling a name or date which is 
perfectly familiar to us. 

This same thing happens with the brain.as with the 
muscles. As long as they are vigorous they-ere a0} 
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fatigued by repeated efforts. But when they are weak 
the signs of fatigue appear at once. Extreme fatigue, 
whether intellectual or muscular, produces a change 
in our temper, causing us to become more irritable. 
It seems to consume our noblest  jualities, those which 
distinguish the brain of civilized from’ savage 
When people are fatigued they often can no lo 
govern themselves, and their passfons attain to such 
violence that they can no longer master them by rea- 
son. 

Persons who suffer from chronic affections of the 
nervous system are usually irascible. Expressive phys- 
iognomy, vivacious gesture, intensity of look, and the 
nervous emotion which characterises artists, melan- 
cholia or excessive merriment, and certain mannerisms 
which may seem strange to some people all in great 
part arise from want of resistance in thé nervous sys- 
tem, from a kind of exhaustion or hysteria produced by 
brain fatigue. 

Corresponding to the ultrasensibility noted in some 
people Dr. Mosso finds in others a depression of the 
sensitiveness. They resemble a tired horse that no 
longer responds to the spur. 


' * 
Dullness Fellowe Overexertion. 

A long walk affects many people in this way. Fa- 
tigue, the first period of excitation being past, is grad- 
ually transformed into an exhaustion which renders 
us insensible; which produces in us a pleasurable emo- 
tion and causes us to marvel that we no longer feel the 
exertion of walking, but continue to advance mechan- 
ically. “Excessive work produces a not unpleasant 
dullness, a feeling in the head which prevents one of 
thinking of anything disagreeable, an incredible indif- 
ference to the pinpricke of life, ;. detachment from 
reality, a want of interest in the most important mat- 
ters, such that urgent business letters are put awuy 
in a dmwer witho.ti even being opened.” 

Fatigue, muecul.r and mental, fatigue with all its 
pains, fatigue with all its disasters, the erudite Italian 
of Turin university nevertheless gives a grand rbdle in 
human affairs. Dr. Mosso does not go far enough to 
@ay that genius is fatigue. But he does avow that fu- 
tigue is the basis of all creations in science as well as 
in the fine arts. There are some favored few individ- 
uals. But if we study these appare*t exceptions closely 
we may convince ourselves that even they ere not ex- 
empt from the law of fatigue. Even for Raphael fa- 
tigue* was the basis of his undying fame. This’ was 
first said by Michael Angelo: 

“ Raphael did not attain to his perfection by nature, 
but by long study.”

T is generally thought that most monarchs 

think, act, and do as they please; ever 

ready to dictate, but answerable to few. 

But it is to be remembered a most vulner- 

able part with most men is their stomachs, 

monarchs forming no exception to this rule. 

This is the real explanation why 60 

many are ruled by their chefs. Upon the 

ekill of the kitchen potentate depends the humor and 

good temper of the ruler. Upon the delicacy and flavor- 

ing of a favorite dish sometimes rests a decision of na- 

tional importance. The head chefs in royal establish- 

ments either work in the homes of wealthy nobles and 

in great hotels or they have held many minor places 

in royal households. Some of these men hold twenty to 

thirty years’ experience and several diplomas to the rec- 

ords. They make many original dishes whose recipes 

they would not part with at any price. Some are so 

skilled they can copy nearly any dish they see and are 

able to prepare the most intricate menu on short notice. 

Preparing a state dinner is no trifling affair, and is 

often as important as preparing an important document 

of state. This is clearly evident by some of the salaries 
paid to chefs. 


* * 
Cooking for the Czar. 

Of royal cooks perhaps the highest paid-is the chef 
of the Emperor Francis Joseph of Austria, who receives 
310,000 a year. The cook of King Edward of England 
receives $9,000. 

The chef to the czar receives $5,000 and certainly 
earns it. The czar is capricious in his tastes. The first 
thing his head chef has to do is to come to his royal 
highness and discuss the menu for the day. But it is 
as iikely as not after the dishes are prepared according 
to the czar’s order his majesty will refuse them and 
order something else. More than once he has kept 
guests waiting until the fresh dish was cooked. 

The cuisine of the czar is contradictory. He keeps a 
great regiment of cooks who can turn out a wonderful 
variety of dishes, but when the family is alone the 
dishes are simple, though the czar will brush aside any- 
thing that does not please his fancy. Extremely popular 
with the czar and czarina is roast suckling pig and this 
item is certain to be found on the royal menu. Chicken 


,and veal cutlets, too, are a specialty with them. They 


often make a meal of varaneki, made of small pastries 
doubled and stuffed with either forcemeat, cabbage or 
plum jam. The whole is covered with rich cream. 

The making of the menu is as arduous as the cook- 
ing of the meal. The tastes of royalty and their guests 
are both to be considered. The arrangement of the 
courses and the printing of the cards are important 
matters. 

At Windsor and Buckingham castle the menus are 
printed on illuminated cards decorated with royal arms, 
The menu is headed “His Majesty’s Dinner.” Then 
there comes the date and after tuat the dishes written 
én French. Plain nourishing and substantial food is what 


.. their majesties demand when dining alone. The king is 
- , @ loveF of the oyster and takes soup twice a day. He is 
partial to vegetable soups; mock turtle or ox tail soup

King Edward Likes Cocktails, 

The king is not a heavy drinker.. He is fond of cock- 
tails, but these are of his owh invention. They are made 
of a little rye whisky, some crushed ice, a small square 
of pineapple, a piece of lemon peel, a few drops of mar- 
aschino, a few drops of champagne, a dash of angostura 
bitters and powdered sugar. ; 

The king has a special predilection for delicate 
dishes; he is a splendid judge of good game and has the 
finest game chef in Europe. 

Queen Alexandra  ;refers vegetables and fruits. She 
eats stewed fruits in great quantities, and many new 
ways of preparing this dish have been invented for her 
by a cook imported from Germany. Corn fritters pre- 
pared American style is another one of her favorite 
dishes. Until a few months ago she had an old Vir- 
ginian cook to make corn fritters, peach fritters, and 
egg plant. 

The hours for dining are precise. A light breakfast, 
at 9, luncheon at 2, 5 o’clock tea, a cold supper at 7, and 
a French supper at midnight with a great many. Paris- 
ian dishes. 

Simple as their mode of living is when alone, Wind- 
sor castle is a dazzling sight when there is’a state ban- 
quet. It would be difficult to find handsomer gold service 
in any palace in Europe. The collection includes two 
gold dogs, each three feet high, once used as fire dogs; 
a scent fountain in gold enamel with figures of Arabs; a 
dozen of lofty gold candelabra, salvers, wine coolers and 
flagons. The state dinner service at Wi(sor castle is 
of solid gold and is valued at $1,000,000. To be sure, 
this is used only on state occasions. 

The retinue in the kitchen is the head cher, who 
begins his work at 11. Under him are four master 
cooks. whose work is so heavy they can only work a 
fortnight at a time. Besides these there are two assist- 
ant cooks, two roasting cooks, sixteen apprentices, half 
a dozen kitchen maids, two confectioners who get $1,500 
and $1,250 a year, and a clerk, who keeps accounts and 
does the carving; he gets $1,500 a year. Queen Alex- 
andra superintends the kitchen through her lady in

At one time all the cooks in the quirinal were 
French, but only a few years ago a complete kitchen 
staff from head chef down was imported from England. 
Their head chef wie.ds his scepter over them because 
he is skilled in making a dish called fritto. It is made 
of fried artichokes supplemented by the creste and 
livers of the cock.

The king of Spain has a large retinue of servants 
in his kitchen. These cooks are gathered from most 
parts of Europe. They include Spanish, Italian, French, 
English and what not.

‘When you were flying along to 
death on the walls of the lances,’ they said to me, ‘ you 
were alone, completely alone; for that reason we were 
astonished to see you turn, knowing that the steed was 
beyond the control of the rider.’ That night I entered 
my tent full of anxiety. I tried in vain to put out of 
my imagination the memory of the strange adventure, 
but when I approached the bed I saw the same hand 
again, a beautiful hand, white even to pallor, which 
drew the curtains and vanished. Since then, at all 
hours, in all places, I see that mysterious hand, which 
anticipates my desires and my actions. 

“When we stormed the castle of Triana I saw it 
grasp in its fingers and turn aside an arrow which was 
going to wound me. I have seen it at the banquets, 
where I was trying to drown my grief in confusion and 
tumult, pour wine into my goblet, and it is always 
before my eyes, and wherever I go it follows me; in the 
tent, in the fight: by night, by day: even now, see it! 
See it, here, resting lightly on my shoulders!” 

As he uttered these last words the count started to 
his feet and took a few hurried seps as if beside him- 
self and driven mad by deep terror. The squire wiped 
away a tear that was trickling down his cheek. Be- 
lieving his master mad, he did not try to oppose his 
ideas, and only said with a voice showing deep emotion: 

“Come, let us go out from the tent a moment. Per- 
haps the evening breeze will cool your temples, calming 
this incomprehensible pain, for which I find no words of 
comfort.”

Russian Plays in Hull House. 


There is no Russian theater in Chicago. But the 
Russian drama is alive here. The ever increasing stream 
of Russian immigrants brings with it large numbers of 
men and women who are steeped in Russian literature 
and culture. These band together in little cultural and 
dramatic groups and circles and present plays fre- 
quently. 

Some of the groups present their plays in the Hull 
House theater. Others at the West Side auditorium. 

The plays they present deal largely with the life of 
the peasantry and are interesting and entertaining. Fre- 
quently plays are given in the dialects of the peasants 
and especially in the dialect of the Ruthenian peasants, 
whose songs are among the most fervent, most passion- 
ate, and most melodious in all the Slav languages. 

The Lithuanians of Chicago, though fond of the the 
ater and the drama, have no troupe nor playhouse ‘of 
their own. They make up for this, however, with a large 
number of singing societies which frequently give con- 
certs in Lithuanian. 


* 
Polish Theater on Northwest Side. 
The Polish theater in Chicago was started two yeare 
ago when several Polish acters came over from Europe. 
They gave plays semi-occasionally at the Whitney 


The fact that the Pelish population of Chicago is 
scaftered in a number of colonies, all of which are re« 
mote from the loop district, makes it difficult to have a 
permanent Polish playhouse in the loop, although tHe 
number of Polish people living in Chicago would 
venture to undertake euch a thing. Still, those having 
charge of the Polish theater beiieve they will be able 
to make arrangements with one of the large playhouses 
in the loop district to hold performances there twice a 
month. 

| “The Polish population of Chicago is large enough 
te support more than one theater,” said a prominent 
Polish resident on the northwest side “ And we would 
have had a theater long ago, were it not for the fact that 
the Polish people are hard pressed in the old world. We 
have all we can do trying to help our countrymen there. 
Germany is expropriating the Poles in the so-called Ger- 
man Polish provinces. It is buying up their land and 
forcing them to move. In Russia the Poles likewise 
suffer from the present régime. Altogether there is too 
much unrest, too much political disturbance in almost 
every part of Poland to insure the existence and suc- 
cess of a theater in Chicago. People think too much 
about things abroad and forget to support their artists. 
For only two performances a month, as our artists have 
been giving, it hardly pays to build or rent a permanent 
theater. 

“The plays which are presented at the Polish theater 
are mostly patriotic in tone. Patrigtism is one of the 


performances twice a month and sometimes every week. 
Here, too, it is the real drama, real comedy, or tragedy 
and real historical play that is presented, and it is re- 
ceived enthusiastically by the Italian ropulation. With 
the Italiane the educational value of the play likewise 
strongly is emphasized. 

In French plays are presented once a month during 
the season. They are given at the Studebaker theater 
under the auspices of the Alliance Francaise. During last 
fall and winter seven plays from the classic French 
dramatists were given. . 

The Greeks, who once produced the greatest dram- 
atiste, have no theater of ‘their own im Chicago. 
Greek plays, however, both in the modern and in the 
ancient Greek languages, are given three or four times 
a year under the auspices of the Phcenix society, a lead- 
ing Greek club on the west eide. Betause of the scarcity 
of women in the Greek colony in Chicago men some- 
times take the réle of women. This incident, however, 
does not detract from the strength and originality of tne 
Greek plays. 

The: Germans, who are among the least “foreign” 
in the United States, have no theater of their own 
which can be called a foreign German theater. During 
the winter, however, plays are given every Sunday at 
Powers’ theater by a German troupe from Milwaukee. 
Frequently there are performances given in German by 
different organizations at the various turner halls in 
the German districts.

Despite the fact ‘that the market as a 
whole «¢ ‘ ues to be dull, and brokers are 
con ning og three or four 
transactiéns came to ‘he *'f ce last week 
of sufficient importanc: tv make the week's 
market of a really ev: ‘ful character. One 
of these concerned ce.itra!l business prop- 
‘erty, and the fact that week before last 
two important deals in this class of property 
were. put through, coupled with the further 
fact that two or three more promise to be 
closed up in the near future, seems to point 
to a decided revival in the market for this 
class of property. For three or four months 
preceding the closing of the Maurice L. 
Rothschild and the Hart, Scheffner & Marx 
deals there practically was nothing doing in 
this class of property. There were some 
buyers in the market, but they seemed to 
be looking for bargain counter prices, which 
they were unable to find, hence there was 
nothing doing. Within a short time, how- 
ever, they seem to have raised their ideas in 
the way of values quite sharply, and, as a 
result, a considerable degree of activity hes 
been imparted to this market. 


Record Price on Wabash. 


The deal closed last week involving Wa- 
bash avenue frontage clearly shows how 
buyers are advancing their ideas, as it marks 
a new high water price for inside property 
along this street, $9,000 a front foot and 
$52.82 a square foot, for property 172 feet 
deep. The deal also is interesting for the 
reason that it involves the construction of 
a new six story building on the site of the 
building between Madison and Monroe 
streets, which was destroyed ‘by fire about 
Feb. 1 last. 

The property involved comprises the prem- 
ises 144-146, on the east side of the street, 190 
feet south of Madison street, 40x172 feet, 
which was leased by Alexander A. McKay 
to a reported nonresident capitalist, whose 
name is withheld for the present, for a term 
of ninety-nine years at an annual rental of 
$14,400. This is 4 per cent on $360,000, or, as 
stated before, $9,000 a front foot and $52.82 
a square foot. The new building, which will 
be of a semi-fireproof character, will cost 
$80,000 and is to be occupied by the Alfred 
Pegts company under a lease for a term of 
years. The same firm occupied the five story 
buflding on the premises which was de- 
stroyed at the recent fire. The front of the 
new buidling will be of white glazed tile with 
a maximum amount of plate glass. The lease 
was negotiated by Frederick T. Hoyt. 


Furniture Men in Big Deal. 

Another of the big deals of the week is 
of special interest for the reason that it in- 
volves the construction of what is declared 
will be the two largest furniture factories 
in the city, the total cost of which Is placed 
at $400,000.. They will be constructed by the 
Johnson Chair company and Louis Hanson, 
manufacturer of barbers’ furniture, on a 
tract of thirty acres at the southwest corner 
of North Forty-fourth and North avenues 
and on the tracks of the Northwestern road, 
which they purchased from I. C. Elaton of 
Crawfordsville, Ind., for $100,000.

Mr. Carle’s New Show 


“Takes Well on Broadway.

New York.—[Special Correspondence.J—The comedian able to put together 
plays for his own effectual use is fortunate. He gets the salary of the leading actor, 
the royalty of the playwright. and much of the profits 6f management. The most 
conspicuous of such practica) jokers, George. M. Cohan, has one show under head- 
way here and will start another by midsummer. Sam Pernard and Lew Fields have 
each a frolic going as if to last through the hot weather, with roles largely original 
with themselves. | 

Two Edwards tunemakers, Julian and Gus, have similar entertainments running. 
Cthers to count thirteen will be set’*going in June. It is a saying of the showmen 
that during the summer peoplg will go to the theater to laugh, but not:to drip the 
tears of weepers. 

Richard Carle is this week’s asker of attention to a show which he places in 
Broadway for summer hilarity. He made it by first shortening a French farce 
wich, long ago, Augustus Thomas rewrote for Stuart Robson, and F. C. Burmand 
for William Hawtrey, and then lengthening it with verses, tunes, dances, pranka, 
and jokes of his own. 

“ By this time,” says one of the characters to another, on meeting him some 
years after his marriage, “you must have a thing so high,” and he holds out his 
hand to indicate a young child, “ running around the. house.” 

“I have,” is the reply, “just about that high—running al] around the house 
all the while,” 

“ Boy or girl?’ 

“ Neither—a hedge.” 

That wasn’t in “ Mary’s Lamb” when Carle presented the piece in Chicago, and 
I give it as an example of the jokes that he has tried from night to night, retaining 
those that make folks Jaugh and discarding those that don’t. Some changes hare 
been made in the cast, too, but the sum and substance of the play are unaltered: 
He does so much of the acting himself, and so well, that the show is likely to succeed 
here, although its French topic, a henpecked rooster who is, nevertheless, a good 
deal of a gamecock, is so stale that the work is not regarded as comparing favorably 
with his earlier pieces based on fresh American humor,

Henrietta Lee Plays the Temptress. 


Henrietta Lee is now playing the rdle of the concert hall actress and artist's 
model, who tempts Mr. Lamb to gambol on forbidden grass. Henrietta is the young 
woman who got a verdict for $4,700 for salary held back because she refused io 
appear skirtless in tights. -The court held that no actress, unless it was stipulated 
‘n the contract, need “ exhibit herself in a state of immodesty.” Henrietta is skirted 
to her heels as the show girl in “Mary’s Lamb,” but her deviltry of character is 
exposed décolleté, and it is she whe leads Mr. Lamb to a meeting at an artist's 
studio, where she is found with him by his wife. She has a song and dance with 
Carle, in which they declare her to be “a modest little model,” while her sleazy robe 
and ardent behavior indicate that she isn’t any such prndish thing. 

Seven dramas of ethical purport and good artistry hold their stages in New 
York, but a week or two of high temperature will sizzle them to an end, and from 
now till the middle of August the new plays will have no dignity. “Mary’s Lamb” 
now has, too, for its wife to Carle’s cooped rooster of a husband, a no less legiti- 
mately dramatic actress than}Elita Proctor Otis, who can’t sing a aote nor dance a 
step, and if the usually tragic Miss Otis lets herself down to the summer level of 
frolic what's the use of scowling at the season's warm gayety? She plays the shrew 
as if she were the vixen to Joseph Jefferson’s Rip, or the gory murderess to Edwia: 
Booth’s Macbeth. 

As to Carle, he was born to be a funny fellow, with legs reaching up to iis 
waist line, so when he stands up he splits and sprawls limberly two-thirds of his. 
whole length, and when he sit? down it is on the middle of his back, and he has 
lenrned how to turn his disqualifications as a beauty exhibit to theatrical account. 
Until now he has made up his head and face in one grotesque way or another, but, 
reliant on his funniness that be can't help, he saves an hour’s time and toil in kis 
Cressing room before each performance. As Lamb on stage he looks exactly like Mr. 
(‘arle off stage, with no hair where it ought to grow on most of his head, with no 
painted lines on his face and with eyeglasses straddling his nose. It may hurt the 
personal pride of a comedian te need no makeup, but it sares bother, 


Changes. Made in French Farce. 


Thomas and Burnand cleaned the Parisian smut in. farce ‘or 
America and England. Carle, too, has scraped off the verbal nastiness, But ‘he 
puts some sensuous things on view. One of his songs tells of his pérprexity “When 
No. 1 meets No. 2,” that is to say, when he hasn’t got off with old loves béfore get- 
{ing on with new ones. At ‘the choruses one, two, three, and, finally, four of these 
loves dance into sight. The fourth hit the rounders on the opening sight a>” hart’ 
that they stared as if doped with knockout drops. Her name, Dorothy Follis, prob- 
ably won't be writ in the records of histrionic fame; she didn’t open ber mouth, but 
as a sentient creature she may well be preserved on painted canvas and in chiseled 
marble.

They are animate, as their slight quivers of pose and signs of breathing 
Their attitudes are those of classic statuary or mural paintings, and I-am 
told that they have not been recruited from the chorus girls, but from the modes 
employed by New York artists, one of whom selected them and sketched the poses 
in which they are shown.

New Thrills in **Shoot the Chutes.”’ 


The shoot the chutes that slide boats into pools are lengthened and have up- 
ward tilts at the bottoms that bounce the craft into the air before plunging them 
through an elongated lake, bordered by people who laugh at the screams of deligit 
and alarm. A safe and prettier trip is through the “canals of Venice,” the gondolas 
floating in a slow current amidst Italian gardens, under bridges and past palaces, t» 
the music of guitars and ballad voices. But some folks will pay to do the work cf 
amusing themselves, like those who stumble through dark caverns with floors of 
wabbly blocks, toil up stairways that shift their steps, and slide dowm polished but 
Lumpy surfaces that dump them topsy turvy at the bottom. 

One of this year’s toboggans, in which you strove to make your marrow bones 
serve as runners for the absent sled, had its joke ina sharp turn, where you were 
hurled against a padded wall, to finish the slide flat on your back or in some posture 
that would make a contortionist envious. In its first afternoon it raised bumps on ¢@ 
dozen faces, broke a girl’s nose, fractured a fellow’s ankle, and by night was pat 
eut of business, while detectives tried to learn the ownership with a view to suits 
for damage. 

Well, now, you melodramatists for the multitude, set to work at short measure, 
quick action plays adapted to gravity structures, in which quarter hourly an audience 
shall be carried in gravity cars and boats through a brief but exciting story of 
romantic and picturesque adventure, with actors stationed along the route in fitting 
ecenes. instead of the beasts and gobligs that now leap out to scare us, 

What shall the plot be, you ask? Now-—now—<don’t ask me that. You are 
ekilled in dramatizing buzzsaws, cotton presses, elevators, and all manner of me- 
chanical perils, and it should be easy for you to take my cue and go right on like 
original. geniuses. I am not joking—not altogether; for there is a fortune in any 
device that will make the gravity railway theatrical. 

The biggest and the newest of the gravity constructions that give more levity 
than gravity to the riders is a steeplechase in an assertedly and probably largest 
stee]) house in the world. At Coney Island, as elsewhere in America, size counts 
‘in all games and the biggest is apt to win. Have you ever seen pictures of single 
rail, straddle car railways? Well, this huge building is filled with gravity railways 
with one rail to each, and instead of cars the vehicles that glide on the single rod 
are horses, life size, flowing of manes and tails, and spirited of shape, but wooden 
of material. 

There are six duplicate courses, running side by side down and up grades from 
a high starting platform to the finish at the low terminal. The aspect and feeling 
of a race is maintained by starting six persons on six horses abreast on the six 
tracks, The boss tells you t the advantage of the inside course is b-lanced by 
higher gradients on the outside rail, and go a fair and square chance is given, an.l, 
actually or imaginarily, the speed of the horse may be increased by expert leaning 
forward and backwerd at the right points in the upward and downward stretches. 
Anyway, the winner gets a second ride as a prize, and I saw a champion jock+y 
stay in the saddle an hour on 4is original dime entry, and he was still racing when 
I quit. 

: It is usual with these gravity shows to entice spectators on the chance that «@ 
fair proportion of them will take the ride, One has its greatest point of velocity 
placed closest to the space occupied by lookers on, so that the yells of the feminine 
passengers may call attention like an equal number of hired barkers. But the steepie- 
chasers are men mostly, as women don’t care to sit astride of the wooden steeds, 
and are not permitted to sit sideways, while children may not mount at all, as the 
sport is dangerous, and to fall off means something between a contusion and a frac- 
ture. But many of the men are so dignified or so awkward on the backs of the 
hobby horses that the risk is lost sight of in the comicality. Therefore, it costs ¢ 
dime to go in and look on, as it used to at the loop the loop and does now at the gep.

‘LONDON.—[Special. Correspondence,}— 
Fannie Ward. who hails from St. Louis, has 
set London talking not only by her acting in 
the difficult part of Kitty in Mrs. Humphry 
Ward’s play, “The Marriage of William 
Ashe,” but by coming on the stage wearing 
$1,000,000 worth of diamonds. Not stage dia- 
monds, but the real thing. The publie upon 
which she bursts—or perhaps in view of the 
diamonds, sunbursts—has given her a hearty 
welcome. in which curiosity mingles with 
admiration. All sorts of thingsare predicted 
as to her future. She ts hailed by some of the 
London critics as a star of the first magrn- 
tude. 


Miss Ward's home is a beautiful house at 3 | 


Berkeley square—pronounced ‘ Barkley "— 
one of the most fashionable and exclusive 
residential quarters of London. It is just off 
Piccadilly and “just around the corner” 
from Buckingham palace. 

It will come as a surprise to most persons 
to learn that Fannie Ward has been a resi- 
dent of England for several years. She is 
married to Joe Lewis, a South African 
millionaire, of the firm of Lewis & Marks, 
Hence the diamonds. and the enviable posi- 
tion of being wholly independent of success 
so far as monetary considerations are con- 
cerned.

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THE CHURCH MILITANT. 

Each year, it would seem, the great 
annual assemblies of American denomina- 
tions grow in interest for the -layman. 
This is not to say that any religious as- 
sembly can ever fail of social significance 
or can ever fail to disclose to the thought- 
ful mind a profound bearing upon worldly 
affairs. 

But it is hardly to be denied that the 
will is increasingly manifest in the 
churches of America to make righteous- 
ness prevail in the affairs of man through 
the exercise of the church’s influence upon 
public life, upon legislation, upon social 
forms, and upon institutions. With the 
more and more definite and practical com- 
mitment of our church organizations to 
the struggle forward of what we call 
“reform” the layman must attend more 
earnestly to the convocations at which 
each church formulates its purpose. The 
utterances of the churches on such pub- 
lic questions as child labor, on working 
conditions for women, on the white slave 
traffic, indicate only the beginnings of 
a force which is to grow more potent 
each year as it grows more informed, 
more concentrated, more concrete and 
“practical.” Statesmen and politicians 
will have to take greater account than 
ever before of this force. 

And what of the effect upon religion 
Mteelf of this militancy of the churches? 
There are servants of religion who fear 


that the churches will become “ despirit- 


@alized ” because of this entry upon the 


arena of secular affairs.. It. is a view 
that is not prevailing. Rather it .is be- 
lieved thata deepening and strengthening 
of spirituality, a revitalizing of religion 
and of the churches, will proceed directly 
from their active enlistment in the ethical 
phases of the secular struggle for social 
betterment. Salvation through works may 
apply as well to the church as to the 
individual. 


EMERGENCY CURRENCY. 

The machinery has been provided for 
the prompt issue of a safe emergency 
currency whenever it shall be needed. 
The minds of business men and bankers 
are relieved. They feel that a repetition 
of the distressing currency famine of last 
year is impossible. There will be less 
popular apprehension of a monetary 
stringency, and for that reason such a 
stringency will be less likely to occur. 

The bill which has gone to the presi- 
dent for his: signature is acceptable and 
valueble chiefly because it complies with 
the demand of western bankers and busi 
ness men and their spokesman, THE 
TRIBUNE, that commercial paper should 
be included among the assets on which any 
emergency circulation was based. A plan 
which excluded commercial paper would 
have been a weak, maimed thing, value- 
less for most banks and the communities 
they serve. 

The theory that an emergency curren- 
cy to be eafe must be secured by bonds 
of some kind had almost its only defen4- 
ers in the senate. That is an obstinate 
body, but it had to yield to the pressure 
of popular sentiment. It had to accept 
@ measure which is based on sound prin- 
ciples and which reassures the public. 


COURTING DEATH. 

Another automobile driver has met in- 
stant death. He was practicing for a 
race. Having made a mile in fifty-six 
seconds he was ambitious to have a rec- 
ord of fifty. As he was making a turn 
on the track a wheel gave way and the 
death of the racer followed. The cor- 
oner’s verdict was that the fatality was 
the result of an accident'and that “no 
one was to blame.” 

A short time ago there was a road race 
inian eastern state. In getting ready for 
it a dangerous place was discovered at a 
certain bridge. The preliminary announce- 
ments of the contest described this dan- 
gerous spot, giving a picture of the bridge 
and indicating the probability that some 
of the drivers would be killed there. In 
taking positions of vantage to see the 
race later descriptions reported the dan- 
ger point to be a much sought place. 

A circus which recently exhibited. its 
wonders in Chicago hed as the climax of 
its deeds of daring an automohjle desceut 
by a woman. Strapped into a specially 
constructed machine and started down a 
steep incline, she took a hazardous ride 
in which there was a'leap into the air, a 
double somersault, and a landing upon a 
heavily padded platform. With every 
detail perfect she came out safely twice 
a day. If a bolt had become loosened or 
the .track had spread and she had been 
hurled to a frightful death it is probable 
that the coroner would have brought in 
a verdict of accident with “no one to 
blame.” 

The “thriller” seems to be demanded 
nowadays. In almost every amusement 
park there are hazardous risks to be taken 
by those who have the desire. Their charm 
seems to lie in the danger. As long as 
no one is killed it seems am attractive 
thing to do something attended by the 
chance of death. If anythipg does go 
wrong the verdict is that there was an 
accident with “no one to blame.” 

The spirit of the age must be to blame. 
The people who pay to see such things 
are to blame. The people who give glory 
to performers of such risky feats are to 
blame. It is a blame that is hard to lo- 
calize. But the feverish desire for excit- 
ing things appears to have taken posses- 
sion of the modern world. And as long 
as the desire exists and expresses itself 
in approbation of those who undertake 
the risky feats the individuals will be 
found who are willing to face death for 
the popular applause. 


JAPAN IN MANCHURIA. 

Thomas F. Millard’s letter in today’s 
TRIBUNE gives a clear idea of the situa- 
tion in Manchuria. His statements are 
confirmatory of those which have been 
made by others and have been contradict- 
ed by nobody. It was the hope of the 
Chinese government that the ratification 
of the treaty of Portsmeuth would be fol- 
lowed in a reasonable time by the com- 
plete reéstablishment of Chinese author- 
ity in the great and fruitful province of 
Manchuria. The hope has not been re- 
alized. Manchuria is divided into two 
“spheres of influence,” one Russian and 
the other Japanese. 

Nominally China administers southern 
Manchuria. The actual authority rests 
with Japan. This state of affairs, while 
most/ aggravating for China, would be 
acquiesced in by other nations as long as 
Japanese authority in Manchuria waa not 
exerted in such a way as to interfere 
with their commercial interests. The com- 
plaint is often heard that there is such 
interference. It is alleged that discrim- 
inating rates on the railways under Jap- 
anese control and the evasion of local 
taxes by Japanese traders in Manchuria 
make competition by foreigners impossi- 
ble. It is charged that the policy of 
Japan is aimed at the exclusive possession 
of Manchurian trade. 

The English merchants are complain- 
ing of the illicit actixjty of the Japanese. 
The alliance between Great Britain and 
Japan is not so highly thought of in Eng- 
land as it was a year ago. If it were to 
expire today there would be small‘ pros- 
pect of its renewal. The complaints of 
Japanese methods in. Manchuria are by 
no means confined to Englishmen. - Amer- 
icans are protesting against the loss -of 
Manchurian trade. 

There is no question as to-the-loss of 
trade, but to produce conclusive evidence 
of Japanese unfair methods—evidence 
which woukl justify an official protest— 
may not be an easy matter. The Jap- 
anese may say that they succeed because 


they are the better traders. But if the |

it will be im possibie - for .them «to do ‘it 
clandestinely, for any length of.time. Un- 
fair ‘methods, = used, could not be kept 
hidden,- . 

Mr.. Millard abioke that in Manchuria 
issues which may cause an international. | 
conflict of vast proportions are moving 
rapidly toward a crisis. The. seeming 
determination «of Japan’ to limit Chinese 
authority. in southern Manchoria might 
not of itself: be a dangerous issue. But 
if Japan were to attempt‘a trade monop- 
oly within its.Manchurian “sphere of in- 
fluence” there ‘would bean. issue see 
with alarming possibilities. 


TARIFF REFORM. 

‘An esteemed democratic contemporary |: 
in Reading, Pa., wishes to know where 
Tue Trisune stands as to tariff revision 
or reform. This praiseworthy desire for 
information shall be satisfied. forthwith. 
THE ‘TRIBUNE is unreservedly for tariff 
reform, reasonable and immediate. It. is 
for tariff reform not merely as.to wood 
pulp and print paper. but eas-.to other 
schedules. 

The democrats of the high tariff state 
of Pennsylvania are about es much ad- 
dicted to “standpatism” as are the ‘re 
publicans of that commonwealth. It-may 
well be that when the revision of some 
of the schedules—the iron and. steel one, 
for . Instance—ids taken up, revised duties 
that will seem reasonable to Tue. Taim- 
UNE will seem scandalously low to its in- 
quisitive democratic contemporary. 


WHAT PROPERTY OWNERS WISH. 

The council is to resume this week its 
discussion of .the respective merits of 
limestone screenings and sand in making 
concrete for street pavement foundations, 
That will give some alderman an oppor- 
tunity to explain that there are good 
limestone screenings which will make an 
excellent foundation and bad ones which 
will not. Even so is there good and bad 
sand. In either case the quality of the 
materials used will determine the kind 
of pavement that the property owner gets, 

The quality depends, in the first place, 
upon the specifications and, in the second 3 
place, upon the inspection. It is not of 
much use to require the best materia's 
upless the. inspectors oblige contractors to 
live up to the requirements of the con- 
tract. If the specifications call. for good 
sand and a careless or corrupt inspector 
permits bad sand to be used the concrete 
will be poor. 

The property owner who has to pay 
for a pavement is not interested in the 
question of limestone screenings versus 
sand, except that if both materials are 
allowed his assessment may be a little 
lower, ‘What interests him chiefly is that 
the specifications shall call for the best 
quality of material, and that the board of 
local improvements, through its inspectors, 
shall see that he gets it. 


LEAVING THE SIMPLE LIFE. 

Unless reporters without respect for 
veracity are making game of Mrs. Hetty 
Green, she has turned from the austere 
and the simple to the complex life. It 
should cause no amazement if this be the 
case and: certainly should deduct nothing 
from the admiration long given her by her 
countrymen. Here’s to the newly joyous 
Mrs. Green! 

Far from regarding her as an apostate, 
it is more fitting and more reasonable to 
believe that.in her. new life she is realiz- 
ing the dreams and ideals she cherished 
during all of a sacrificiug devotion to the 
accumulation of this workl’s goods. Some 
day, no doubt Mrs. Green has been prom- 
ising herself for two score years, a time 
would come when dull care would be 
kicked aside, when a gilded sun would 
hang in a.gilded sky, and life should be 
nothing but glow and glitter.

Lord Howard de Walden is not a member 
of the Howard family, from which he is only 
descended through the female line, his 
patronymic being Ellis. True, the barony of 
Howard de Walden was created by Queen 
Elizabeth in favor of Lord Thomas Howard, 
younger son of the fourth duke of -Norfolk, 
and who, in the subsequent reign. of James 
I., was mainly instrumental in. discovering 
the gunpowder plot. Being a barony by writ 
it was heritable through the female as we!! 
as through the male line; and thus it 
eventually came into the Ellis family. The 
latter, hailing from Denbighshire, played an 
important r6le in the development of 
Jamaica, and has a: number of American 
associations, George Ellis, the chief justice 
of Jamaica, being married to a daughter 
of Sir Henry Moore,.who- was governor of 
New York in the early part of the eighteenth 
century. Charles Ellis was created Lord 
Seaford in 1826 and married the only daugh- 
ter and hefress of the fifth Lord Howard de 
Walden, the son of this union. inheriting 
his maternal grandfather's barony of How- 
ard de Walden. The sixth Lord Howard de 
Walden was a well known diplomat and 
served as British énvoy in a number of for- 
eign capitals, marrying Lady Lucy Caven- 
dish Bentinck, daughter of the fourth duke 
of Portland and sister and co-heiress of the 
fifth and late duke of Portland. In: this 
way the present Lord Howard de Walden 
as her grandson has inherited most of the 
property which belonged to the Jate duke of 
Portland, especially that situated in the 
metropolis, and, had the Druce claimant 
been able to make good his: pretensions, it 
would have been Lord Howard de Walden 
rather than the. present duke of Portland 
who would have been the principal sufferer 
thereby.

Although so enormously rich and the hold- 
er of what-is; after all, an ancient peerage, 
Lord Howard de Walden does not own either 
any house in town or a single country seat. 
For Seaford house, in Belgrave square, his 
home in London, and Audley End, in Essex, 
are beth rented by him on long leases. Aud- 
ley End is a superb old place, built by Sir 
Thomas Audley of Walden, the lord chancel- 
lor of Herny VIII. It was described by 
James I. as far too’ magnificent for a king. 
although it might do well for his.lord treas- 
urer. For a time, neveftheless, Audley End 
was aroyal residence. It.was sold to Charlies 
II. in 1668. He neglected, however, to pay 
down more than half of the purchase money 
and after the revolution, when his brother 
was driven out of the country, the vendors 
resumed possession thereof. The principal 
features of the grand old Tudor mansion, 
where, the Merrie Monarch held his court 
and concerning whose gay doings legends 
are still current in the country, are the great 
hall, with its superb screen of carved oak, 
and the library. 

The owner of Audley End is Lord Bray- 
brooke, hereditary visitor of Magdalene 
college, Cambridge, and enjoying as such the 
right of appointing the master or president 
of that college. The latter enjoys a far 
greater power than the heads of any other 
college either at Cambridge or Oxford, for 
not only is:he independent of election by the 
fellows, but much of the authority which in 
other colleges is vested‘in their hands ‘is, in 
the case of Magdalene, concentrated by the 
terms of its original statutes in the person 
of its master. The fact of the matter is that 
this college. from which the late Charles 
Stewart Parnell was rusticated as the re- 
sult of a town and gown row, was founded 
in the reign of Henry VIII, by Sir Thomas 
Audley, and erected on the site of an earlier 
hostelry, Known as the Buckingham college, 
which, in pre-reformation days, had been 
occupied by the student monks of the Bene- 
dictine order. That explains the connectton 
between Magdalene, Cambridge, and the 
owners of the Audley End—namely: the 
Lords Braybrooke. It was the third Lord 
Braybrooke who discovered tn the library 
of Magdalene college the manuscript of the 
famous diary of Samuel Pepys, who was 
educated there. The diary was written ina 
sort of shorthand cipher, and the work of 
transcribing it cost Lord Braybrooke three 
years of labor, fourteen hours a day.

We are all debtore oneto.another. No man 
can avoid the indebtedness for the sacrifices 
which men have mate before him, which 
alone make possible His present advantages. 
You may boast that you owe.no man any~- 
thing, but what of your fathe?’s toil for you, 
your mother’s dévotion?. What of the price 
paid by. the founders of our nation for the 
civil liberty which youenjoy? —~ 

Our creditors stretch far ‘back, a long line 
beyond. our ken. Some man long ago con- 
ceived a great principle, the enunciation and 
defense of which cost’ him his comfort, 
strength, and, at - his life. -At that cost 
he purchased our right to live in the freedom 
of that principle. We call him a hero; but we 
do not discharge our debts to him ky the 
erection . of. monuments or the writing of 
poems in his.honor. 

He who talks of himself as self-made there- 
by gives evidence of the incémpleteness of 
the process of his making, his powers of seif- 
understanding’ are undeveloped. A thousand 
lives. go into. the. making of the least life. 
None ‘can live to himself nor by his.own re- 
sources. It is good to-cultivate the spirit of 
independence,’ but the fact of indebtedness 
none can escape. 

What self-respecting man would be content 
to eat’at another's table, to be clothed at an- 
other’s expense, and make no sort of recom- 
pense? .Yet in what.manner does such a 
course differ from ours if we live day by day 
with no other thought.than to get more and 
yet more out of life for ourselves. Humanity 
is our host. ._ Even the bread we eat and the 
clothes we wear we never could gain for our- 
selves unaided; the efforts of all mankind 
have been necessary to their production. 

Even for our food, our ¢lothes, not to men- 
tion other and greater benefits, we never can 
pay with money. We may earn the loef, but 
who shall. pay the sower of long ago, the 
miller, the mechanic, the thinker, the pioneer 
who gave their lives to make our wheat fields 
and turn them into bread? 

Sheer busines@ honesty with life will force 
us to‘ask, How can I pay these debtors? 
What return can I make for all:that I have 
received? The answer. is simple, that we 
sheuld do for humanity what humanity is 
doing for us, that since we are recipients we 
should be givers, that we should be led by 
that law of love that already has wrought 
for our blessing: 

If. to lives of long ago we’owe faith and 
freedom what good things are our lives pagss- 
ing on. to thosewho follow us? If through the 
service of our fellows we are enriched today 
to what extent.are they enriched through our 
service? Wehave received; have we given? 

There is no gain to-the life that is all get- 
ting. It loses itself. Such a life isa parasite, 
an abnormality and.deformity in a world 
where giving is the law of living. No other 
life is quite so empty as that. which.thinks 
only of. filling itself and never of enriching 
others. 

One can,lay aside all-sentiment here and 
see & plafn business proposition. We are 
debtors to our fellows, we owe those of the 
past and those of the present; what-are we 
but defaulters if, knowing these things, we 
continue evading the payment of our debts, 
continue with greed seeking only to get and 
never to give? 

Such a course is,the saddest kind of suicide, 
Yielding to self-love the man ignores the 
clams of his fellows or hides them under 
sophistry and, giving himself to gains is sur- 
prised to find life so barren, so disappointing. 
Defying life’s law of love he has lost the 
power of loving, the sensibility of love, the

The Derby is universally recognized as the 
greatest of all horse races. Its preéminence 
as such is acknowledged by sporting men in 
every part of the world, and the ambition of 
every breeder and owner of horses, no mat- 
ter whether in England .or, in foreign coun- 
tries, is to win, at least once in his life, this, 
the ‘blue ribbon of the turf. That is why 
Austrian, French, German, and American 


1 entries are to be found each year among those 


for the Derby. On three occasions it has been 


Pterre-Lorillard, with Iroquois, in 1881; by the 
late William C.- Whiteney, with Volodyoveki, 
in 190T and*by Richard Croker last summer, 
with Orby. Several American owners ate 
competing in the Derby of 1908, which will be 
run on Wednesday next, and according to the 
reports of experts, August Belmont has a fair 
chance of carrying off the prize with his colt 
Norman III; 

“ Derby ” is the name-which has been given 
to the principal race meetings in a number of 
foreign countries, notably in Austria. But 
there is none that can compare in spectacular 
or sportive interest and in importance with 
the meeting which will take place on Wednes- 
day next on Epsom Downs. “It is a race which 
bas become to such an extent a national event 
that parliamentary business comes to a vir- 
tual standstill, that most of the courts of 
justice arrange to adjourn, and that business 
on the stock exchange is to all intents and 
purposes suspended on that day. Great are 
ers and judges of the highest tribunals, leg- 
islators from both houses of parliament, for- 
eign ambassadors, and grave English states- 
men will all be found gathered at Epsom 
on Wednesday next, where on more than one 
occasion the prime minister of the empire 
has been seen leading {n his horse as the 
victor of the race, and where the sovereign 
himself is one of the principal competitors. 

Hdward VII. is the only monarch on. the 
turf, the only ruler in these modern times 
who not only maintains a great racing stable 
but likewise participates in all the principal 
contests of the year. As prince of Wales he 
has on two occasions won. the Derby, but 
since his accession to the throne, now some 
eight years ago, he has been defeated on 
every occasion for this particular race. Per-

Of course, everybody is aware that the 
Derby owes its name and origin to the twelfth 
earlLof Derby. True, race meetings were held 
on Epsom Downs as far back as in the reign 
of James I., who was devoted to the sport, 
and there used likewise in olden times to be 
a race meeting known as the Derby stakes 
held in the Isle of Man, of which the earls 
of Derby were not merely owners but sov- 
But there was no connection 
between the earls of Derby and Epsom 
Downs until a young penniless captain of 
the guards, John Burgoyne, a natural son 
of the spen@thrift Lord Bingley, made a. 
Gretna Green marriage with Lady Charlotte 
Stanley, daughter of the eleventh earl of 
Derby. 

Burgoyne and his, bride went after their 
marriage to live at an inn in the little par- 
ish of Woodmansterne, known as ‘“ The 
Oaks,” situated on the Downs, It had orig- 
inally been a hunting lodge, ned by the 
Lamberts, who were lords of th® manor, and 
in those days bore the name o ambert’s 
Oaks,’ owing to the number, of majestic 
trees of that description by which it was 
surrounded. At the time of Burgoyne’s mar- 
riage the Oaks had become the village inn. 
So delighted were the young ‘couple with 
the place that Burgoyne bought it, and with- 
out demolishing the old hostelry commenced 
to build on to it 4 country house of the Eliz- 
abethan order of architecture. By the time 
it had been completed the Burgoynes found 
themselves involved in pecuniary difficul- 
ties, and a reconciliation having meanwhile 
been effected with Lord Derby he took over 
the Oaks and the 200 or 300 acres of ground 
by which it was surrounded in order to pre- 
‘vent its passing into the hands of strangers. 
He became fond of the place and spent much 
of his time there, and gave a large féte cham- 
petre there on June 9, 1774, in honor of the 
marriage of his grandson, afterward the 
twelfth earl; to Lady Betty Hamilton, 
on which occasion his son-in-law, John Bur- 
goyne, now a general, collaborated with the 
famous actof, Garrick, in the production of 
the open air play produced.

The twelfth earl, who succeeded to his 
grandfather's honors two years latér, es- 
tablished a,racing stable at the Oaks, and 
Te 1770 inaugurated the so-called Oaks race 
meeting, exclusively for fillies, winning the 
first race of the series with a mare of the 
name of Jemima, bred by himself. So de 
lighted was he with-his success that in the 
following year he supplemented the Oaks 
with another race meeting, diso on Epsom 
Downs, and to which he gave his oWn name— 
that is to say, the Derby stakes. That was 
in 1780, and since then not a year has passed 
without the Derby being run on Epsom 
Downs, either on the last Wednesday in 
May or on the first Wednesday in June.
